Doub!e Elevator Accident. 

Boston, April 1.—About 5:15 last even- 
ing pedestrians hearing a crash and 
coming from the ground floor of the Reece 
Button Hole Machine company building 
on Harrison avenue, rushed in and saw a 
terrible sight. Up the elevator well could 
be seen the head of a man completely 
severed from the body and wedged be- 
tween the elevator and the level of the 
fourth floor. Piteous moans came from 
below, and lying at the bottom of the 
shaft was John Reece, owner of the build- 
ing. Mr. Reece died at 11:40. There was 
no witness to the accident, but John Wall 
saw Mr. Reece run to the elevater well to 
grasp the wire, and, with a shriek, dash 
to the bottom. It is supposed he saw the 
workinan caught above, and was going to 
stop the elevator. ‘The workman is 
thought to be John McGargan. Mr. Reece 
was president of the Reece Button Hole 
Machine company. 


Engines and Cars Wrecked. 

NorTH ADAMS, Mass., April 1.—Two 
freight trains on the Fitchburg road col- 
lided head on near here yesterc y after 
noon. Both engines were wrecked ana 
eight freight cars demolished, while sev- 
eral were derailed. None of either train 
crew was injured, all jumping just before 
the engines met. The blame for the acci- 
dent is said to be due to a telegraphic 
blunder. ‘The trains were going at about 
10 miles an hour speed. A _ passenger 
train, which was passing, being due here 
at 4:12, hada narrow escape from derail- 
ment, several steps on the coaches being 
carried away and windows smashed by 
projecting pieces of freight cars coming in 
contact with them.

THE SCHOOL REPORT. 


A Review of School Department 
For Year 1895, 


Efforts of Supt. Luil Appreciated by 
the Committee, 


Quincey an Educational Missionary 
for Boston and Suburbs. 


The annual report of the School Com- 
mittee is out. fo itself it is brief, but 
Superintendent Lull goes more into detail. 

The committee say: 

““We consider ourselves fortunate in 
commanding the services of Mr. Lull in 
the office mentioned and we believe that 
the really high positien which our school 
system occupies inthe state and in the 
couatry is largely due to his energy and 
wisdom. We recommend therefore to our 
fellow citizens the perusal of his report, 
wherein they will find an instructive study 
of educational subjects while at the same 
time a scrutiny of the financial exhibit will 
show with what scrupulous care the interests 
of the tax payers have been guarded.” 

Continuing, the report says: ‘The al- 
most unexampled growth of the High 
school during the last six years has not 
escaped your observation, From an aver- 
age membership of a little over ninety, the 
school has reached a total enrollment of 
340, a number far exceeding in size the 
total combined attendance at the Wood- 
ward seminary, the Adams academy and 
the Thayer academy. These figures prove 
that the High school is cffering to the 
people something which the people desire 
to have, while it affords to the teachers, 
the superintendent and the school board 
the most precious encouragement in their 
elforts for enlarging the usefulness and 
elevating the stangard of the institution 
We can, nevertheless, 
time when this rapid growth will present 
to the school board a problem which it 
will find somewhat difficult of solution, 
but that time has not yet come. There is 
no cause for present avxiety.”’ 

Supt. Lull’s report shows the value of 
the school property to be 3401,450.  Al- 
though there are but 74 school rooms in 
the eight buildings, 80 have been forced 
into service, The teachers number 108,— 
9 males and 99 females. There were en- 
rolled in 1895 a total of 4,527 pupils against 
4,399 in 1804. The total expenditures of 
the department were $81,374.78

No matter how much she may re 
gret the loss of her teachers, for they are 
among the best, it is a fact that a half- 
year of a first-class teacher is better than 
a whole year of a weakone. Furthermore, 
the knowledge that faithful and successful 
work means promotion and ircreased sal- 
ary within the metropolitan district, is an 
excellent incentive. Nevertheless, Quincy 
would, without doubt, gladly do less for-

Notwithstanding the Straddle 
In New Hampshire. 


Republicans Carry Everything In Rhode Ist- 
and State Election. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—‘‘Look out fora 
landslide in Connecticut!’ was the cry of 
the McKinleyites yesterday, and for several 
days the New York newspaper estimates 
have put Connecticut in the doubtful or 
divided list. 

Congressman Sperry of New Haven, an 
experienced politician, says this view is 
unfounded, and that the statg will, in his 
opinion, be solid for Reed at St. Louis, as 
will all the other New England states. 

Congressman Russell of the same 
who has just returned from home, 
the sentiment is clearly for Reed, and no 
fears of a McKinley stampede need be en- 
tertained. 

Sperry says the only way for the six 
states of New England to get any recogni- 
tion in national politics is by standing to- 
gether, for otherwise their strength is 
»>mall compared with the great middle 
and western states. 

Judge Powers of Vermont predicts that 
there is no danger of a repetition of the 
performance in New Hampshire, and is 
inclined to attribute in that state the re 
sult there to local causes. 

“Local Politics.” 

To say that the New Hampshire declara- 
tion in favor of either Reed or McKinley 
is creating a sensation here is to state the 
case mildl¥. 

One of the congressmen from that state 
said some days ago that the leaders of the 
party had their hands full to hold down 
the McKinley sentiment spring 
over the state, and thata few det n 
politicians could easily swing the state for 
the Ohio man, but he admitted that 
delicate handling the situation would 
so controlled that no intimation of 
McKinley sentiment in the state w 
allowed to go out. 

This was the program, but it failed, and 
the prestige of Reed as the New England 
candidate is considerably broken. rh 
circumstances which brought about this 
double preference, although understood by 
people near the scene, is not known to tho 
country at large, and in all quarters o 
great and unexpected victory for McKinley 
has been heralded. 

Chandler is always a factio 
and leaves many wounds @ehind in his 
contests. His vociferous support of Reed 
naturally turned the anti-Chandler senti- 
ment of the state against Reed, and, as in 
New York, to the most available 
tion candidate, Mr. McKinley.

On “Inside Workings” of New 
Hampshire Convention. 


Interesting Story From Washington Concern- 
ing McKinley's Money Ideas. 


Boston, April 3.—The Globe has pre- 
pared a table which gives, it claims, as 
correctly as possible, the present chances 
of the various candidates for the Republi- 
can nomination. In granting to Reed the 
eutire New England delegation, The 
Globe takes into consideration the follow- 
ing letter sent by J.H. Manley to the 
New York Journal. 

The construction to be placed upon the- New 
Hampshire resolutions is, first, that New 
Hampshire is for Mr. Reed, so long as his name 
is voted for in the convention. There is no de- 
flection from Mr. Reed in New Hampshire. 
The reference to Governor McKinley was a 
graceful compliment to his services for the 
party. The resolutions do not disturb the 
Reed men, who are confident of his nomina- 
tion. 

Four hundred and fifty-five votes il! 
be necessary fora nomination. The pres- 
ent situation shows McKinley in the lead 
with 385 delegates, granting the Ohio man 
several! complete delegations in states that 
have not yet selected representatives to 
the national convention. 

Reed's present strength {s 183 delegates. 
There are, however, 127 delegates pledged 
to the other two eastern candidates—Mor- 
ton and Quay —while 140 votes are still in 
the doubtful column. 

Indiana's 26 delegates are granted to 
McKinley, although expert politicians be- 
lieve that on the first ballot, at least, they 
will vote for General Harrison. The 
table prepared by The Globe follows:

PUTNEY RISES TO REMARK 


That Stalements by Senator Chandler Are 
Somewhat Out of Joint. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., April 8.—Henry 
M. Putney, chairman of the committee on 
resolutions of the New Hampshire state 
convention, has replied to the criticisms 
of Senator William E. Chandler, contained 
in a letter to Senator Henry Cabot Lodge 
of Massachusetts, in a letter forwarded to 
Senator Chandler yesterday. In this letter 
Mr. Putney says: 

Mon. William E. Chandler: 

My Dgak Szvator—I have read your letter 
to Senator Lodge in which you explain why 
you do not carry back to Washington the, 
sheaves you came to reap. I am too well satis- 
fied with the outcome of the state convention 
to wish to fight the battle over again. You 
say, in effect: 

1. The McKinley movement was organized 
at Manchester by me, the pretext for the out- 
break being your denunciation of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s friends, which was represented as an 
attack upon him personally. The McKinley 
movement grew spontaneously all over the 
state. The credit for letting it loose and giv- 
ing it sweep in the convention belongs to Will- 
iam E. Chandler, not to me. 

2. When I calied on you at Concord and read 
the platform Ihad prepared, you did say the 
delegates should not be instructed. You did 
noteay that the namesof candidates should 
not be mentioned. I neither assented nor dis- 
sented. 

8. In vonr words: “This forenoon. jnst be 


fore starting for the convention, ! heara acci- 
dentally that the committee on resolutions the 
night before had decided to add to the plat- 
form, which had been shown to me, a resolu- 
tion declaring that Mr. Reed was noble and 
illustrious, and that Mr. McKinley was pure 
and able. I also learned that it had been ar- 
ranged to keep the decision a secret.” 

This is wrong. Nearly every delegate went 
to Concord with the feeling that the party 
must not be held responsible for what you 
have said about Mr. McKinley in your inter- 
views and letters. During the afternoon and 
evening at least a dozen resolutions were con- 
sidered, ranging from one which indignantly 
repudiated your utterances, calling you by 
name, to one which instructed the delegates 
for McKinley. 

The committee on resolutions the next 
morning for the first time heard the platform, 
and voted at once unanimously to report it. 
Five minutes later I gave acopy to the fore- 
man in your printing office. He set it up and 
sentittoyou. The assertion that it was ar- 


ranged or designed to keep it from you amo 
ment is based entirely on misinformation. 

You said the previous evening thatif an at- 
tempt was made to declare McKinley the seo- 
ond choice of the convention you would leave 
the chair and oppose it. The next morning a 
number of your most influential friends told 
you you were fortunate to get nothing worse; 
that, with the temper of the convention as it 
was, any attempt to oppuse so mild a resolu- 
tion would result in the passage of a much 
more drastic one, and they asked you not to 
make a fight which would be hopeless from 
the first. 

You prudently accepted their view and sent 
word you would not contend. You were not a 
coward. You were not cheated. You saw the 
avalanche coming, and got as far toward the 
edge of it as possible, like the wise man you 
are. You conceded nothing. You accepted 
the inevitable. The only man really opposed 
to it was yourself. When youstepped aside, it 
was unanimous, 

4. The cheering showed the convention was 
for Reed. 

Not a bit of it. When Reed's name was men- 
tioned, his friends cheered, but the grandest 
demonstration of approval fora candidate in 
a New Hampshire convention for 20 years was 
when I read the resolution endorsing McKin- 
ley asa “‘pure and able statesman,” and the 
equal of Reed in our favor. 

6. “The mongrel platform” and the delega- 
tion are ludicrously incongruous? 

Not at all. They correspond to a nicety. 
They are both for Reed and McKinley—for 
Reed, until his chances disappear; for McKin- 
ley ever after. It was a McKinley convention. 
You should be thankful that it was satisfied 
with smashing the anti-McKinley combine. 
The platform is more expressive of the real 
sentiments of New Hampshire Republicans 
than any other that has been written for 
years. Itis your platform, because you as- 
sented toit. It is the platform of the party in 
this state, because it voices the feelings of 
nearly every Republican. 

They do not much expect to see Reed 
nominated, First, because his rival is car- 

ying pretty much all before him; and, 
condly, because they know the Platts and 
Quays and Clarksons, who have seized his 
candidacy in order to hold New England dele- 
gates, have intended to betray him if the 
time ever came when they could take their 
retainers into another camp. This betrayal 
our convention has made impossible. When- 
ever Reed's cause is hopeless, there will 
be eight good and true men from New Hamp- 
shire to vote for McKinley, and the rest of 
New England will follow. 

I am glad to learn that Mr. Reed is a bi- 
metallist, for Mr. Lodge, to whom you make 
report of your stewardship, and whom you 
seem to recognize as his manager, has put him 
on # goldbug platform in Massachusetts.

A WEAKNESS FOR SILVER. 
The Washington Post's Summing Up of McKin- 
ley’s Money Ideas. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The publication 


in the Washington Post of McKinley's | 


record on financial questions, as compiled | 


from the proceedings of congress, has 


fallen like a bombshell, giving unfeigned | 


joy tothe silver men and corresponding 
dismay to the friends of the eastern gold 
standard. 

When asked concerning the Ohio plat- 
form, McKinley replied, on March 11: 


“I have discussed these questions in| 


congress, and my record is plain.’”? That 
this is true, admits of no denial. He 
came to congress in 1877, and in the spe- 
cial session of that year Bland’s free coin- 
age billcame up and passed the house on 
Nov. 5, McKinley voting for it straight, 
and Mr. Reed against it. 

The senate amended the bill, and when 
it came back to the house, Garfleld led the 
opposition and Stephens (Ga.) was its 
champion. On motion to table the bill, 
made by A. S. Hewitt (N. Y.), Gartield 
and Reed were on one side and McKinley 
on the other. The bill passed, and Presi- 
dent Hayes vetoed it. Secretary Sherman 
made a ringing statement of its dangers 
even after amended by the senate. 

Tothe voices of Hayes, Sherman and 
Garfield, McKinley was deaf. He was one 
of the 74 Republicans who voted to pass 
the bill over the president’s veto. At this 
time, according toa veteran Republican 
leader, who asked not to be quoted, since 
he expected to have to support him this 
fall, McKinley was making free silver 
speeches on the stump in Ohio. 

By the Forty-ninth congress, McKinley 
had advanced a little and voted with Reed 
against free coinage, but parted from his 
eastern rivalin opposing an amendment 
to sustain the ailver purchases until an in- 
ternational agreement could be reached. 
McKinley’s attitude in the financial fight 
of the Fifty-tirst congress had already 
been outlined. While supporting the 
party measure—the Sherman law—he en- 
deavored in caucus to get a measure much 
more favorable to silver, and was a trou- 
blesome element in the way of the sound- 
money men. 

McKinley’s nomination on the Ohi 
platform, enforced by his declaration of 
March 14, that his congressional record 
was plain, will be a telling argument to 
prevent any of the threatened secession of 
Rocky Mountain silver men from the Re- 
publican party. The gold standard Re- 
publicans are much downcast, however, 
and feel that this, of all years, the country 
imperatively demands a man of positive 
convictions, favorable to stable and per- 
manent standard of value.

Sprague at Narragansett Pier, R. I; also 
other large villas in the West.

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A Brief Description of Plans for New 
Nine Room Brick Schoolhouses. 
Scores of builders have been figuring on 

the plans for the two new schoolhouses at} 

City Hall, and there is much speculation as 

to who the successful bidder will be. So 

much has been said first and last about 
these buildings, a brief description will not 


The buildings have a frontage of 129 feet 
and a depth, including the projection on 
the front, of 71 feet. 

In basement are located the boiler, 
closets, coal bin and two large play rooms, 
which are entirely separate. There are also } 
two stairways leading to the yard at the 
back of the building and two at the front | 
leading to the vestibules in the front. 

Each of the two main entrances on the 
front lead ivtoa large vestibule, 6x18 feet, | 
from which enters a corridor running 
lengthwise of the bnilding, 13x70 feet. 
From this corridor doors lead into the four 
school rooms at the rear of the building. | 
These are large, well lighted rooms, their | 
dimensions being as follows: 27534, 26x32, 
26x52 and 27x34. 

At the rear of the two end rooms are two 
wardrobes, each 6x26 feet, There is also 
an entrance from the east and west ends of 
the building. Between the two vestibules 
at the front of the building are two rooms 
13x17 feet each, for the use of the teachers | 
and principal, and two wardrobes 9x13 feet. 
There are also stairways leading from each 
vestibule to the basement and to the upper 
floor. 

The second floor is almost identical with 
the first floor with the exception that there 
is an additional school room 26x31 feet 
over the room of the teachers and principal.

JOY AT EASTER. 


*? |The Churches Resound with 


Sweet and Solemn Music. 


The Observance of Easter Sunday by 
Pastors and Choirs, 


Carols, Services, Special Sermons, 
Vespers, Sunday School Concerts. 


Easter Sunday brings out people even 
non-church goers, One might ask in gen- 
eral, why do not these people go out every 
Sunday. It is a feeling of fresher life that 
comes with the season, often tardy; in our 
climate, and an especial call the churches 
make to their recreant flocks, that make 
Easter Sunday congregations. The Roman 
Catholic church calls its people with a com- 
mendable authority. The Episcopal wel- 
comes them with even better and more 
music than usual, The old calvanist 
church called them with a voice of menace. 
The new church almost lets them alone, 
free to come or go, even on Easter Sunday. 
There is good and bad mixed, perhaps in 
all these various calls, 

It-depends much upon theman. In our 
centre the sweet gentleness covering a 
decided theology in Rev. Mr. Norton did 
great good to large numbers. In our first 
church the congregations have been very 
small for many years. Rev. Mr. Butler's 
muscular christianity may draw the church 
to its old standard, but we think the new 
church is not yet born. It must come in 
this western land from the fusion of what 
is strongest, sweetest and best in all de- 
nominations, Meantime yesterday’s 
church goers should go next Sunday, the 
next and the next, to encourage their 
pastors, and to lend united effort to make 
universal, some church that will overpower 
the sin and evil without and to make Easter 
all the year around. 


THE CATHOLIC CHURCHES 


Eas'er, the most gladsome festival in the 
calendar of the Catholic church was cele- 
brated with the usual pomp and splendor 
at all the churches in the Quincy parish. 

Three masses were celebrated at St. 
John's church; the first at 8 o’clock by 
Rev. Fr. Bowen, the second at 9.30 by 
Rev. Fr. Bowen, and the last mass at 
10.30 by Rev. F. A. Friguglietti. The 
musical part of this mass was arranged by 
the organist, Miss Margaret Garrity, as 
already published. 

In the evening at 8 o'clock solemn high 
vespers were sung by Rey. F. A. Frigug- 
lietti jas celebrant, Rev. John P. Cuffe as 
deacon, and Rev. F. A. Cunningham as 
sub-deacon. An augmented choir rendered 
the music, under the direction of Miss 
Mary Frances White. 

Rev. Daniel J. Reardon delivered an 
eloquent sermon on the lessons to be drawn 
from Easter, taking his text from St. Paul’s 
epistle to the Corinthians. 

The beauty of the high altar was 
enhanced by numerous Easter lilies and 
palms, and at the evening service by the 
myriad of lighted candles, 

Rev. Ambrose F. Roche celebrated the 
masses at 8, 9 and 10 at S\. Mary’s church, 
West Quincy. 

The two masses at the Sacred Heart 
church, Atlantic, were celebrated by Rev. 
John P. Cuffe. 

Rey. Francis A. Cunningham was the 
celebrant of the masses at St. Francis’, 
South Braintree, at 8 and 1 o'clock. 

CHRIST'S CHURCH. 

All of the services at Christ’s church 
Sunday were largely attended especially in 
the morning at 10 30 and in the evening, 
it being necessary to place chairs along the 
aisles in order to accommodate all who 
desired to attend. 

Special musical programme bad been 
arranged by Prof. Wrigley which were of 
high order and were finely rendered, 
especially at the evening service when the 
“‘ Hallelujah chorus” from the Messiah, 
was rendered. 

The decorations were simple, yet appro- 
priate. In each of the windows were large 
potted plants and inside the chancel rail 
there were a mass of beautiful Easter 
lilies. 

The carol service at 7.30 A M. was con- 
ducted by Rev. Mr. Lynch and the sacra- 
ment of the Holy Communion was ad- 
ministered. ~ 

Rey. Walter Russell Breed, the rector, 
who has been ill, assisted atthe 10.3) ser- 
vice, the sermon being by Rev. Mr. Lynch. 
His text was from the words found in the 
epistle of Paul to the Philippians 3: 10— 
‘*That I may know Him, and the power 
of His resurrection, and fellowship of His 
sufferings, being made conformable unto 
his death.” 

Previous to the sermon Rev. Mr. Breed 
announced that the Easter music would be 
repeated next Sunday; that the anuual 
parish meeting would be he'd Monday 
evening, that Bishop Lawrence would visit 
the church on Thursday May 14, and that 
the church had retained the services of 
Prof. Wrigley for another year. 

The children’s festival at 4 o'clock 
brought out all the little folks. After the 
singing of the Easter carols and a short 
address by Rev. Mr. Lynch, each child 
was given a growing plant as is the usual 
custom on Easter Sunday, 


UNIVERSALIST CHURCH. 


The platform about the pulpit at the 
Universalist church looked very handsome 
Sunday, being covered with potted plants 


and flowers. Oa the wall back of the 
pulpit there was a large floral horse shoe, 
the emblem of good luck, with an appro- 
priate motto. Atthe morning service Rev. 
A. W. White preached an interesting 
sermon, bearing on Easter, and in the 
evening there was a Sunday School concert. 


UNITARIAN CHURCH, 


Rey. E. C, Batler preached to large con- 
grega'ions on Easter Sunday, particularly 
at the Vespers. Many Easter lilies decor- 
ated the pulpit, and the music was a 
feature. In the afternoon the pastor con- 
tended that whatever was right for man, a 
state or a nation, was right for God, and 
vice versa. Life without its possibilities 
was not worth living. Three score and 
ten years was all too short for the plans of 
life. If life here is the end of life, God is 
not the one to gain but to lose. I do not 
state it for a fact, he said, but I believe it, 
that there is a life hereafter, and in closing 
he left with the congregation the question: 
—Is it true, genius goes for no‘hing at 
death? 

CENTRE CONGREGATIONAL. 

“If it were not so [ would have told 
you,”’ was the text of Rev. E. N. Hardy 
on Sunday. He said the Bible contained 
no definite statement of heavenly recogni- 
tion, but it was not begging the question 
to adopt the text here.

CROWDED ‘SCHOOLS. 


Belephone 


The Lincoln Building Needs Relief 
at an Early Date. 


The report of the Superintendent of 
Schools to be printed in the City Book of 
1895, says: The Lincoln district will de- 
mand the attention of the board as soon as 
the needs of ‘‘The Rail” and ‘The 
Downs and Park” districts are satisfied 
and the increased number of pupils this 
week shows the imperative need now. 
The 24 pupils entering Monday added to 
the number (50) who entered in September 
will make a total of 74 children entering 
Grade I of the Lincoln schoo! this year. 
There are 140 pupils at present in first 
grade of the Lincoln, and 71 pupils in the 
second grade, making a total of 210 pupils 
in three rooms, whereas the number in 
each room should not exceed 48. The 
sixth grade of the Lincoln is crowded out 
of the building and quartered in the 
Adams building, a mile away. Besides 
this the A and B grammar grades are 
crowded into one room, whereas they 
should be separated. This therefore 
necessitates the taking of one of the two 
grades into the basement while the other is 
reciting, a few settees having been placed 
there for that purpose. The total number 
of pupils enrolled including the class at} 
the Adams building is 467. 

The Willard school is crowded, having 
four classes more than it should accommo- 
date. Dressing rooms have been taken for 
two of the classes and the other two are 
quartered in the attic. It is just 187 more 
than the building was ever intended to 
accommodate. The total enrollment of the 
school Monday was 900 children, of whom 
842 were present. This number will be in- 
creased some, as new children are admitted 
all this week. The new school at ‘‘the 
Rail” will relieve the Willard some, but it 
will still be crowded as it will have to take 
the overflow from the John Hancock. 


Quincy Debating Club. 

Though all the meetings of the Debating 
club are open to the public, ladies and 
gentlemen are particularly invited to at- 
tend the meeting of Thursday, April 9, the 
last one of the year. After the four princi- 
pal disputants have spoken, the debate will 
be thrown open to the house, and anyone, 
whether a member of the club or not, may 
take part. 

The affirmative of the debate will bave 
to prove three things, (1),—That Quincy 
should take immediate steps towards con- 
structing a sewerage system; (2),—That 
there shall be a deep sea outlet at Moon 


Island ; and (3),—That the total cost sha! 
be raised by the assessment, rental, and 
general tax plan, that is by a plan similar 


to that adopted by the city of Brockton. 

Thus the sewerage question will 
treated in its various aspects, and with the 
two or three maps which will be used by 
the principals, any one attending the 
debate should get a good idea of this sub- 
ject, so important to Quincy and her 
citizens.

Senator Stewart (Pop., Nev.) said: 
“Mr, Cleveland ought to take some action

Cubans. If he does not, a joint resolution 
will be passed, if the money powers do not 
defeat it. Spain has the whole island 
heavily mort d to the Rothschilds, and 
in order to protect themselves these bank- 
ers will use every possible means to pre- 
vent recognition.” 

Senator Gray (Dem., Del.) said: “I be- 
lieve that the president will do his duty 
with the caution and circumspection re- 
quired by the high responsibility resting 
upon him. The opinion of congress, while 
it may stimulate him to effort, to inform 
himself as to the exact situation, cannot 
relieve him of the responsibility that rests 
upon him in discharging a duty which be- 
longs to the executive alone. I hope that 
he may find reasons to justify him in 
recognizing the belligerency of the revo- 
lution of Cuba.” 

Coudert’s Opinion, 

Frederick R. Condert, Venezuelan com- 
missioner, diplomatist and friend of the 
president, is quoted as follows on the rec- 
ognition of Cuba: 

“I am free to say that I cannot see any 
good which can accrue to us from belliger- 
ency. Lallude to the first of the two reso- 
lutions, which declares a condition of pub- 
lic war and recognizes Cuba as a belliger- 
ent power, entitled to all the rights in our 
ports and territory, 

“Under previous conditions, if the prop- 
erty of every American citizen in the 
course of the disturbances was injured, 
we had the power, under international 
law, to demand satisfaction from the 
Spanish government. Our ships, our 
commerce, all that belonged to ws, were 
fully protected; and this was shown when 
the Spanish government flred upon two of 
our boats by mistake and instantly apolo- 
gized. 

“But by the resolutions of congress we 
are no longer protected in that way. We 
recognize Spain and Cuba as belligerents, 
and under international law the property 
and the lives of American citizens may 
be sacrificed and we cannotinterfere. An 
American citizen may be seized and 
thrown into prison, but we cannot pre- 
tect him. It is open to the Spanish govy- 
ernment to seize our ships and overhaul 
them for contraband of war. 

“Thus we must either deliver American 
lives and property over to the mercy of 


| Spain, or we must stultify ourselves and 


go back on these resolutions. The resolu- 
tions may certainly benefit Cuba, but they

THE KATAHDIN'S TRIAL. 


Ammen Ram Puls tn Twelve Hours on Long 
island Sound. 

New Lonpon, Conn., April 8. — The 
Ammen ram Katahdin returned at 6:30 
o'clock last evening from her 12-hour trial 
trip atsea. The machinery of the vesse 
worked perfectly, and the members of the 
trial board finished their day's work well 
gatisfled that the builders had fulfilled 
their contract as far as good workmanship 
and material were concerned. The board 
will recommend a few minor improve- 
ments, but these will not be due to any 
fault of the builders, 

The 12-hour run was ordered by the 
naval department for the purpose of test- 
ing the hull, equipments, ete. Particular 
attention was paid to the machinery, as 
there was some doubt whether or not it 
could stand the strain at first of a run of 
12 consecutive hours. The machinery was 
run at full speed for over an hour under 
natural draught, and stood the test to the 
satisfaction of all. 

The Katahdin left the harbor at 6:30 in 
the morning. The vessel proceeded to 
Montauk Point under natural draught at 
the rate of 12 or 13 knots. The weather 
was not altogether favorable, as a strong 
head wind and rough sea were encoun- 
tered. After the boat reached Montauk 
Point she proceeded to sea on a south by 
southeasterly course. 

The machinery was started at full speed 
at 10 o'clock and kept up for 1'4 hours, 
The engines made from 114 to 115 re volu- 
tions a minute, the boilers carrying 15 
pounds of steam. During this time the 
average speed was 13 knots an hour, As 
the ram proceeded to sea, the head winds 
and rough sea increased, making it very 
unpleasant for those on the bridge. 

The vessel put about when about 45 
miles southeast of Montauk Point and 
began the homeward run, On the way 
back the boat was all awash, the sea break- 
ing over her continuously and making it 
impossible for anyone to stay on deck. 
Those on the bridge were wet through. A 
Slight snowsquall was also encountered. 

Just before the vessel came abreast of 
Montauk Point again, four rapid-firing 
six-pound guns were brought into play. 
Each gun was fired to ase a in whether 
the carriages were in prope? Shape. Coni- 
cal shots were fire d, and carrie d a dis- 
tance of three miles. When they struck 
the water a great splash followed, which 
could be plainly seen with glasses from 
the Katahdin. 

The return run was made without fore- 
ing theengines, the revolutions ranging 
from 106 to 108 a minute. The speed was 
from 11 to 12 knots. The vessel reached 
Race Point three-quarters of an hour 
ahead of time, and the course Was changed 
to west, a run being made toward Suay- 
brook to get the ranges for the speed trial, 
which will probably take place on Thurs- 
day. 

Some little trouble was 
with leakage about the decks. 
hatches were not altogether water-tight 
and hatchhouses will probably be placed in 
position. 
between the armor plates. The board will 
probably recommend that the vessel be 
kept in commission in order to insure the 
machinery being kept in order, 

The speed trial will be over a 86-mile 
course, from Saybrook Point to the west- 
ward, and will probably be held ‘Thurs- 
day.

Boston will Push Us Forward, 


Says Mayor Adams of Quincy in én 
Interview, 


A Majority Have No Decided Prefer- 
ence on Location. 


The Boston Advertiser has interviewed 
a large number of Quincy’s representative 
citizens and finds a general feeling in favor 
of a new union station in Boston, but not 
one-half were committed to either the 
Summer or Kneeland street sites. It 
matters very little to the citizens of Quincy 
where the union station is located, but 
they want to see it right away. 

It is for the taxpayers of Boston to say 
whether they wish to contribute for a depot 
ov Mayor Quincy’s plan, or whether they 
will allow the railroads to make their own 
arrangement and bear the bulk of the ex- 
pense. A site near the corner of Washing- 
ton and Kneeland streets, or even south of 
that would be even more central than any 
yet suggested, and would meet the Provi- 
dence division half way. It would also do 
away with the Back Bay station. But the 
more plane, the more delay, and suburban 
travel should allow the taxpayers of Boston 
to have their say first. 

Mayor Adams was reported as follows: 
“The union station must come. In re 
laticm to the two or more places proposed, 
there is no comparison in my mind, be- 
tween Mayor Quincy’s place and that pro- 
posed by C. S. Hamlin. The 
proposition does not meet up with the 
railroad needs in any respect, ‘* The 
development of this district and of the 
electric system as applied to the railroad 
between here and Boston and four-tracking 
the road depends on the union station.

Company H of Quincy was among the 
first to respond to the call of the govern- 
ment in 1861, and its volunteers are rightly 
numbered among the Minute-Men.

One of oar popular historians has 
written: ‘‘A delay ofa half hour in the 
arrival of the Minute Men in Washington 
would have found our capital and the 
archives of our government in the hands 
of the rebels, who would at once have been 
recognized by England and _ France,” 
eremies of our country.

Controller Eckels made ae sp 
Among other things, he said: ‘This 
country ought to have the highest and 
best monetary system the world knows of, 
or else it should cease to claim to be the 
home of the most progressive people in the 
world. We must have as astandard of 
value not only that which the laws fix as 
astandard of value, but that which the 
commercial world fixes as such standard. 

“The silver metal has ceased to be'a 
standard of value, because the commercial 
world has so decreed, and all the laws in 
all the world could not restore it until the 
commercial laws did so. No people, here 
or elsewhere, need delude themselves into 
the belief that a double standard of value 
will ever again be set up by acivilized 
nation, or by international agreement.” 

The speaker reviewed the history of the 
silver movement, and said that its advo- 
cates were once strong enough to get a 
billinits favor through both houses of 
congress, but that President Grant had 
vetoed it. 

“The silver people will never again,” 
said he, ‘“‘get another such bill through 
both houses, and if they do the American 
people will never place a man in the presi- 
dential chair who would permit such a 
measure to become a law.”

How should our sewerage system be paid 
fo:? Fairness mye that the expense shall 
be proportionéd exactly in the degree that 
a benefit is conferred. We cannot devise 
a perfect system of payments but we zim 
that our method is the best of any yet 
suggested. The city and all her citizens 
are benefitted by a sewerage system and to 
a certain proportion shou'd fall in the 
general taxes and this the law provides a 
still greater benefit is conferred on the own- 
er of Jand abutting the sewer. The value 
of his land will rise and so heshould pay 
something for this greater individual bene- 
fit, while the greatest beuefit of all is con- 
ferred on him who not only has the value 
of bis land raised but also makes use of 
the sewer and he should therefore pay 
most of all. There are the three classes 
of people in their relation to the sewer, 
these three classes of benefits, and in ac- 
cordance with the benefits conferred the 
payments shoul | be.

A WORD FROM RUSSIA 


Will Decide Future Dealings With 
Missionaries In Turkey, 


Knapp Will Be Tried by a 
United States Official. 


Indications That He Will Be Permitted to 
Return {to Billis. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, April 10.—The steps 


taken in behalf of the missionaries in 
Asia Minor have had a beneficial effect. 
The Turkish government yesterday, re- 
plying to the renewed representations on 
the subject made by Ambassador Currie, 
andthe United States charge d'affaires, 
John W. Riddle, assured the diplomats 
that the missionaries in Asia Minor would 
not be molested ‘so long as they conform 
| with the Iaws of the country.” 

But this assurance does not carry with 
it the welght which it would in coming 
from any other government, it is claimed, 
as there is no question but that the Turk- 
ish officials have been trying to prove that 
the missionaries are not ‘conforming with 
the laws of “he country,” and It was on 
this ground that the sultan prepared and 
probably signed the irade providing for 
their expulsion from the Turkish domin- 
ions. 

But the publicity given to the matter in 
the press dispatches have certainly caused 
a hesitation at the palace, and itis now 
thought likely that the irade will be with- 
held, at least until Russia has been further 
consulted on the subject, If Russia says 
that the missionaries are not to be ex- 


pelled, the irade will not be made public. 
On the other hand, if Russia thinks her- 
self strong enough to proceed with the 


work of Russianiziug Asiatic ‘Turkey, the 
irade may soon see the light of day.

SCHEMING IN FLORIDA. 


Confab Between Quay and Platt May Bring 
About a Political Crisis. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The statement 
of Congressman Robinson of Pennsyl- 
vania, which appeared in these dispatches 
yesterday, is regarded here as of more than 
passing significance. Helis one of Quay’s 
lieutenants, and is a candidate for Cam- 
eron’s seat in the senate. 

For sume days the McKinley people have 
been negotiating with Quay’s leaders, 
promising Quay everything in reason in 
the way of patronage if he falls in line 
with the procession, and threatening that 
his fortunes will be wrecked if he stands 
longer in the way of the boom.

Platt de- 
sires to secure some favorable terms be- 
fore he surrenders to the conqueror, Mc- 
Kinley, and essentially wishes to arrange 
with Quay for holding out until each can 
get what he desires. 

The Florida conference now being held 
is of epoch-making importance. If Platt 
and Quay decide to accept the offers of the 
McKinley traders in the way of patronage, 
and discontinue further opposition under 
the favorite son guise, the campaign will 
and MeKinley’s nomination as- 
sured.

he died July 22, 1869. In her declining 
years, his widow founda home with her 
son in Quincy, where she died in her 87th 
year, February 10, 1838. 

The children of Caleb and Ckarlotte 
Gill were George Lewis, the subject of this 
memoir, and Edwin Howard, who was born 
in Hingham July 26, 1825, was married in 
Quincy, October 1, 1848, to Sarah J. 
Roulston, and who survives him. 

Thus it appears that the progenitors of 
the subject of this sketch in the male line, 
were Thomas Gill and John O.is, who 
were among the settlers of Hingham in 
1635, while his grandmother, Caty Beal, was 
a great grand daughter of John Bea!, who, 
the record says, came with his wife, five 
sons, three daughters and two servants 
from Hingham in Esgland in 1638; and 
she was also adescendant of George Lewis, 
who was at Plymouth as early as 1633. 
This brings him down by four distinct 
lines from the earliest English se‘tlers of 
New England. His great grand father, 
Elijah Beal was a corporal in a company 
which started from Hingham on the morn- 
ing of the battle of Lexington, and were 
afterward in service about Boston, and his 
great grandfather, Benjamin Beal was an 
ensign in the continental army. It is 
notable, that though his ancestors in the 
male line for nearly two hundred and fifty 
years, lived and died in Hingham; were 
prominent in its affairs, lived to a good old 
age and raised families, the average age 
for seven generations being 72 years. Not 
one of the family name can now be found 
among the residents of that town.

New York, April 13.—Commander and 
Mrs. Ballington Booth helda long con- 
ference yesterday afternoon in the Bible 
house with influential friends of the Vol- 
unteer movement. The direct resultis a 
statement of their differences with the 
Salvation Army, which culminated in en- 
tire separation therefrom. It is in part as 
follows: 

“Since our statement, written in re 
sponse to the urgings we received to in- 
augurate a new movement, was issued, 
we have avoided making any reply to the 
inaccurate statements which have from 
time to time appeared in print from the 
present leaders of the Salvation Army. 
In this attitude of silence we have been 
endorsed by our friends and the public. 
It was our intention to maintain this 
silence, but during the last few days 
news has reached us that portions of our 
private letters are bein~ shown by Lon- 
don’s representatives, who are putting 
their own interpretation upon our reasons 
for our present position. 

“Hearing of this, our friends and our 
officers who wish their position at our side 
to be understood, urge us to state some of 
our reasons for deciding not to take an- 
other command under international gov- 
ernment. It must, however, be conceded 
that our position has been, and is, a very 
delicate one. It must be stated with em- 
phasis that no one letter embraces all the 
reasons for our inability tu accept another 
command. 

“Upon receipt of orders to leave America 
we wrote a letter dated Jan. 10, asking 
if international headquarters had taken 
into consideration all the consequences of 
the change of command at that particular 
time. ‘The feeling toward England then 
existing in this country, the heavy finan- 
cial responsibility of our new building, 
and our own peculiarand unfortunate rela- 
tions wich the general, made it appear to 
us a most unfortunate and ill-advised 
step. ‘This letter was forwarded by others 
from us stating that we were preparing to 
fulfill their orders and to relinquish our 
command. 

“On Jan. 31 we wrote to London stating 
some of our reasons for being unable con- 
scientiously to accept another command, 
but making plain that we did not wish to 
injure the army. 

“It must be distinctly understood that 
our feeling regarding the matters of con- 
troversy were known by London prior to 
the sending of our farewell orders. Many 
letters passed between us and the general, 
after our interview with him in this coun- 
try, previous to the time when direct com- 
munication from him to us ceased. 

“First — The general's visit was the 
primary cause of disagreement between us. 
From first to last he impressed us with 
his d&pleasure and his dissatisfaction with 
us personally and with our method of ad- 
ministering affairs. We loved and under- 
stood this country. He exhibited prej- 
udice and misconception of it and 
its people. He objected to the display 
of the national flag upon our badges 
and in our falls and homes, 
constantly spoke depreciatingly of the 
country, its people and its institutions. 
He spoke no word tn public of approval 
of our toil, service or success, and in other 
ways we need not mention made the visit 
one of the 

Bitterest Experlences of Our Lives, 

“Second—During our experience in 
America we have gradually become con- 
vinced that the system of governing the 
work in this country from a foreign center 
by laws made by those unaware of the 
needs and conditions of the country is 
neither wise nor practical. 


“Third—Our judgment has been forced | 


upon points we do not approve, and we 
have been made to feel that the govern- 
ment was such that we could not accept 
another command where we should have 
to administer the affairs, while we our- 
selves could not agree with the rules it 
demanded and enforced. 

“Fourth— The rules and regulations 
governing the army to the minutest detail 
were being made in England, and the 
commissioners of foreign commands were 
obliged toenforce them, though they had 
themselves in nowise been consulted on 
the formulating of the same. 

“Fifth—For years we had not been con- 
sulted on the important measures of the 
innovations of the army, although sup- 
posed to be two of its most prominent and 
responsible officers. Great schemes in- 
volving large sums of money had been 
formulated and launched by international 
headquarters, and our first intimation of 
the same was through some publication. 

Sixth—Our judgment was not accepted 
on matters vitally affecting the welfare of 
the work in this country. For example, 
some years ago, in counsel with our lead- 


ing officers, it was decided to enforce a} 


rule against the use of tobacco by our uni- 
formed officers. Some two years since a 
book on soldiers’ rules and regulations was 
sent from England, in which it was dis- 
tinctly stated that this was no lenger to be 
arule. We stopped the sale of the book 
and wrote. We were told in reply that 
America must come into line with other 
countries, and the law be abandoned. We 
refused, and crossed out the paragraph in 
the books, and told London of the harm 
such a change would accomplish. They 
wrote us the following ultimatum on the 
subject: 

**You should let it be known immedi- 
ately what your own view of the matter 
is (as though our view had not been that 
of our officers on the question) privately to 
officers who confer with you on the sub- 
ject, you should say that you regret very 
much that you issued the orders you did, 
and that they were issued with a misap- 
prehension on the subject and without the 
knowledge of internativnal headquarters, 
and that, of course, the general has had 
far wider experience than you have.’ 

“To this we replied: ‘We cannot possibly 
do this, as with our present feelings it 
would be inoonsistent, for, instead of 
wishing we had not issued such a rule, on 
the contrary we only wish you would de- 
clare this a law to the whole world.’ We 
have since learned that leaders in other 
countries have had their judgment forced 
on the same subject. 

“Seventh — During his last interview 
with us in America, the general stated 
that he wished us to assist the struggling 
work in Canada by giving up a certain 
| portion of the United States to be annexed 
to the Dominion. We expressed our will- 


America, it was absolutely necessary to 
chose for that position an officer from the 


|ranks inthis country who was an Amer- 


ican citizen and familiar with the 
thought and sentiment of the American 
people, our request was ignored by in- 
ternational headquarters. We were told 
that the officer holding the position must 
be some one trained tn England and well 
known to the general and chosen by in- 
ternational headquarters. We had re- 
luctantly to restrict our cholee to an offi 
cer from England, and Colonel Eadie was 
sent. 

“Ninth—In relation to our golng to Lon- 
don for conference with the general, we 
believed it was useless, as we had had 
lengthy and unsatisfactory interviews 
with him here. We consider the above suf- 
ficient reasons for our letter of Jan. 31. 

“Apart from the above reasons, the un- 
just manifestoes and unochristian asser- 
tions made by the leaders of the army and 
their representatives in this country are 
sufficient reasons for refusing to entertain 
any suggestion of returning to the ranks 
of the old movement. 

“By remaining in the movement we did 
not think that our influence would have 
affected the points at issue, as our judg- 
ment was disregarded, but now that this 
separation has occurred there will un- 
doubtedly, for policy’s sake, be great 
caution used in all these matters. 

“There will undoubtedly be denials and 
counter-statements made tothe above, but 
we can only add that we believe that our 
lives before the American public will at 
least exonerate us from insfacerity of mo- 
tive and unworthiness of purpose. We 
wish the army no evil and would not have 
thus written had they taken our advice 
and remained silent.”

Wasnincton, April 18.—An unusually 
early adjournment of congress is belug 
predicted by the Republican leaders in 
both houses, and every sign points to the

at any rate. 

With all of the regular appropriation 
bills, except two, already passed by the 
house, with one of those remaining Tre- 
ported from the committee and likely te 
be passed with only a day or two of debate, 
and with the otherin process of prepara- 
tion, house leaders are placing the limit of 
this session at June 1, allowing, as ther 
think, suffi ient time for the senate to take 
care of the important bills sent to it from 
the house. 

No other business except the regular ap 
| propriations is absolutely necessary to be 
| done, and although the house may take up 
\ some of the more pressing of the general 
matters before it, such as the settlement 
| of the Pacific railtoad debts, the statehood

Filled Cheese Billi Passed. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—After two days’ 
debate, the house, by a vote of 160 to 58 
passed the Grosvenor ‘“‘filled cheess’’ bill 
The Democrats voted solidly against the 
measure, together with 11 Republicans 
The bill requires the manufacturers of 
filled cheese to pay a tax of $100 annually, 


dealers $12, and for failure to pay such tax 
imposes heavy penalties. It also requires 
the branding of ‘filled cheese’ and its 
sales only from original packages. The 
bill requires all retail dealers to post con- 
spicuously a sign ‘‘filled cheese sold here.” 
In addition, it imposes a tax of 1 cent 
a pound on filled cheese, the tax to be paid 
by the manufacturer. Imported “filled 


| cheese” is subject to a duty of 8 cents a 


pound. The act is to go into effect on the 
19th day after its passage,

A SIGNIFICANT CHOICE, 


fieneral Fitzhugh Lee Appointed Con- 
sul General at Habana, 


Good Reasons For Not Recog- 
nizing Cuba Just Yet. 


General Gare’a Sends a Letter to the People 
of the United States. 


WASHINGTON, Avril 14.—A great deal of 
misapprehension exists as to the attitude 
of the administration toward the Cuban 
insurgents. Why the president does not 
recognize Cuba, how long before he will, 
and what the insurgents will have to do 
that they may be 80 treated, and a thou- 
sand other questions of like import, are 
constantly asked. 

Are Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Olney de- 
void of sympathy for a brave people 
struggling against great odds? Have they 
no sentiment that teaches them that this 
continent is dedicated to liberty, and that 
Spanish rule on the hemisphere is an an- 
achronism? 

The president and his secretary possess 
both sentiment and sympathy, but a 
recognition of belligerency is a question 
that comes under neither head. Why are 
not the Cubans belligerents? They have 
kept up a hard fight, and are now nearing 
the close of a second campaign. ‘The best 
troops of Spain sent against them have 
been unable to subdue them, and they 
hold a greater part of the island of Cuba. 

But continued fighting and the hold- 
ing of an area of country, although ele- 
ments necessary to establish the fact of 
belligerency, are not all the elements 
necessary. The usages of ngtions codified 
in the rules of international“faw expressly 
declare that other elements of warfare 
must exist, and some of these other ele- 
ments cannot be found in the Cuban 
struggle. 

What are these elements? The posses- 
sion of aconsiderable area of land, of a 
seaport or prominent town which the in- 
surgenta may call their own and hold 
against their adversaries; a well-estab- 
lished civil government controlling the 
armed forcesin the fleld, and able to re- 
ceive diplomatic representatives of other 
nations under their authority and protec- 
tion. These and other things go to make 
ip the potion that the subiects in rebel- 
lion way reasonably expect to throw um vue 
parent government and become one of the 
nations of the earth. Unless such an ex- 
pectation may be justified, foreign govern- 
ments bave no right to interfere. 

But the poor Cuban insurgents have 
thus far no ships, no legislature, no regu- 
lar army, no one city of size which 
they are holding steadily against her ene- 
Moreover, the insurgent bands are 
wrwking under the control of a defi-

The Nowination of Fitzhugh Lee 


asconsul general to Habana, in place of 
Williams, resigned, is not without sig- 
nificance. Lee was already holding the 
office of internal revenue collector. Also 
his appointment to Habana is taken to 
mean that his particular services were 
especially in demand. 

A West Point graduate, an eminent 
general in the Confederate army, and a 
life-long student of military affairs, his 
selection is evidence of a desire on the 
part of the administration to make a care- 
ful study of the military side of the Cuban 
question. ‘Belligerency a question of 
fact’’ is the administration motto, and to 
ascertain this fact Mr. Lee has been 
selected as a competent expert. 

The nomination of General Fitzhugh 
Lee to be consul general of the United 
States at Habana has caused no little 
commotion In the senate. There is not 
much doubt of the confirmation of the 
nomination, as Lee is generally liked per- 
sonally. Butin view of the quasi diplo- 
matic character of this particular post, 
and the somewhat strained relations be- 
tween this country and Spain, there is 
much curiosity as to the present attitude 
of the general on the Cuban question. 

Always, heretofore, he has been a good 
deal of a jingo and very quick to resent 
any suspected affront, public or private. 
He is ‘intensely American,” as the phrase 
goes, and the cause of the Cuban revolu- 
tignists is one which would naturally stir 
his sympathies. 

General Fitzhugh Lee, ex-governor of 
Virginia, is a grandson of the famous 
“Light Horse Harf}” Lee, and a nephew 
of the late Robert E. Lee, the southern 
military chieftain, He graduated at West 
Point in the class of 1856 and entered the 
regular army asa lieutenant in the Sec- 
ond cavalry. For three years preceding 
the rebellion he was on duty on the fron- 
tier, and once, in an encounter with the 
Indians, was seriously wounded in the 
chest. 

At the outbreak of the war he resigned 
from the army and followed his state into 
secession. He fought in the Confederate 
army throughout the rebellion, acquiring 
distinction as a cavalry leader. After the 
war he settiedin Virginia as a farmér and 
miller. 

In 1875 he entered political life, and in 
1876 attended the national Democratic 
convention asa delegate. The next year 
he was Democratic candidate for governor, 
but was defeated. In 1879, he became a

candidate for the state senate, but was 
defeated by the readjuster candidate. 

On July 29, 1885, General Lee was nom- 
inated for governor of Virginia by the 
Democratic convention, which met at 
Richmond. He had for his opponents 
some of the most prominent men of the 
state, and the struggle was fierce, it being 
remarked on all sides that the convention 
reminded old politicians of the great gath- 
erings of ante-bellum days. 

He was elected. That time has erad- 
icated the scars left by our late war was 
already shown some years ago, when Gen- 
eral Lee was invited to be present at the 
obsequies of General Grant. 


A Letter From Garcia. 

NBw YORK, April 14.—The following 
letter has just been received in New York 
by Estrada Palma from General Garcia, 
who lately landed in Cuba. It is ad- 
dressed “To the People of the United 
States of America:” 

Lam fully aware of the obligation which 
I have contracted to stand trial for my al- 
leged violation of the laws of your coun- 
try. Ihave not remained to face the con- 
sequences of the uncertainty of my acts 
simply because £ feel that I have 4 higher 
duty to perform as a soldier and a Cuban 
Having fought for the independence of 
my country for 10 years, and having ever 
since then promulgated the idea for which 
we then fought, I deem it my highest and 
holiest duty to fight and bleed, and if 
necessary, die, to attain the independ 
ence of my country. 

Should I fall, my death will expiate, I 
hope, in your eyes, any possible offense 
for which I might have to stand trial 
there; should I survive, I give you my 
word asa man and asoldier to return to 
your country and cheerfully abide by the 
consequences which the authorities may 
visit on me. 

My conscience tells me that in this pro- 
ceeding I will satisfy the law of juctice, 
and I am confident that the citizens of 
the United States will so judge of my 
conduct, 


Concerning Maceo. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 14.—First Lieu- 
tenant Abelardo Peraza, of the staff of 
General Lacret of the Cuban insurgent 
army, isin the city, convalescing from a 
wound received in the war.

PREPARED BY BALFOUR. 


A New Irish Land Bill Brought Before Ho ie 
of Commons. 

Lonpoy, April 14.—Gerald Balf 
chief secretary for Ireland, introduced xs 
new Irish land bill in the house of ce:n- 
mons yesterday. It is of much wider 
scope than that of John Morley. 

In introducing the land bill Mr. Balfour 
said that the government believed that the 
land question was at the root of the agita- 
tion tor home rule. The bill provided t 
facilit@te the purchase of holdings and 
preventea the iessee [rot Having rene 
levied on his improvements. 

They proposed that the tenants should 
be deemed, on the payment of two years’ 
arrears, to bein just possession of their 
holding, leaving the landlord to recover 
the remainder of the arrears in the or 
dinary way. Continuing, Mr. Gerald Bal 
four said that the government had de- 
cided not to alter the statutory term of 15 
years for fixing a fair rent, 

Purchase would not be compulsory, the 
secretary proceeded, as such a scheme 
would require possibly £200,000,000, while 
the terms could not be so advantageous t& 
the tenant. The terms for repaying would 
be exteritted, and relief would be given to 
the tenants towurd the end of their ten- 
ancy, when they were more likely to need 
it, the payments decreasing with the 
length of the tenancy. Every purchaser 
could buy in less than 20 years. While at 
the start there would be 20 per cent less 
rent than they were now paying, they 
would also be relieved of 10 per cent dur 
ing the first 30 years. The bill, he said, 
extended the powers of the congested dis 
tricts board, enabling it to borrow to the 
extent of £1,500,000. 

With regard to evicted tenants, Mr. Bal 
four said the government had already de- 
clared that they could not consent to the 
use of public money, believing that aid 
should come from private sources; but 
they were prepared to re-enact the clause 
of the land act for a year and so act as 
mediators. Mr. Balfour concluded by say 
ing that the bill was an honest endeavor 
to facilitate the substitution of peasant 
ewnership for dual ownership.

Boston, April 14.—The house voted 117 
to 24 to substitute for an adverse report a 
bill to prevent the subway commission 
from making an exclusive lease of the 
subway to any street railway company.

Costello's New Alleys Opened With

County Affairs. 


Senator Darling of Norfolk County and 
a resident of Hyde Park, the home of 
Chairman Morrell of the County Commis- 
sioners, has given notice in the Senate that 
he will soon offer resolutions for an inves- 
tigation of the charges against the Norfolk 
County Commissioners. His speech in 
full is given below: 

‘*Mr. President: For a long time many 
insinuations and charges have been in cir- 
culation touching the conduct cf the 
county commissioners of the county of 
Norfolk in the repairs and building of the 
court house at Dedham, The commission- 
ers of our county have given to the citizens 
of Norfolk a court house of true magnifi- 
cence, Norfolk county does not regret the 
expenditure of a dollar of its cost if the 
moneys have been judiciously and honestly 
expended. 

‘*No county in the State can better afford 
the luxury. If she has been extravagent, 
that is her own concern. Oa this score 
she proudly repels either sympathy or criti- 
cisms from any quarter. If, on the other 
band, there has been added to the cost of 
her building the slightest taint of official 
corruption, the cost has been indeed ex- 
cessive. loccupy indeed a very embarrass- 
ing position in the consideration of the 
advisability of an investigation. 

‘*T have been fully aware of the many 
motives, not in all cases praiseworthy, 
which have controlled the action of the 
local cities in our country. I am personally 
acquainted with the members of this board 
and I trust that no action of mine will 
interfere with our cordial relations. 

‘*At the same time I could not, under 
any circumstances, permit the ties of 
ofticial or persona! friendship to swerve me 
from a duty when that duty clearly appears. 
I will not at this time enter at any length 
into the consideration of charges or counter 
charges. 

‘The fact remains that many prominent 
taxpayers of Norfolk have asked for an 
investigation along the lines stated. With- 
inafew days the largest and wealthiest 
town in our county, iu open town meet- 
ing, and the only city within our borders, 
have asked for this investigation, the town 
of Brookline and the city of Quincy. My 
personal desires might lead me to remain 
quiet, but my public duty remains clear. 

‘*T therefore at this time, and in this 
rather unparliamentary manner, under 


| your gracions permission, give notice that 


within a few days I shall introduce an 
order for an investigation into the board of 
county commissioners of the county of 
Norfolk.” 

Sen. Darling said to a reporter: ‘‘ In tak 
ing this step, [am fully aware that I am 
antagonizing the strongest organization in 
the state in a political sense, the Norfolk 
County commissioners, and that should I 
ever again seek political preferment in Nor- 
folk County I would have the powerful in- 
fluence of these men against me. But 
when people all over the county are de- 
manding an investigation into their acts 
and when I cannot find a citizen of my own 
town, Hyde Park, who does not want an 
investigation, I cannot but concede that 
there is no sound reason for suppressing 
the effort to have an official inquiry.”

Steam Engineering. 


The first of the series of lectures on 
steam engineering was given atthe Y. M.

Speeding Up. 

It was a two hours’ run to Cape Ann 
off which was the first buoy which 
marked an imaginary starting line of 
the course. The battleship had been 


gradually increasing headway, and with 


a screech from the siren whistle the first 
buoy was passed at 11:07:40. 

Smoke clouds from the funnels grew 
r the forced draught, and 
the numerous white sails which dotted 
the sea within 1 > were quickly left 
astern. Buoy No. 2 was passed at 
11:33:28, the first stretch being run at the 
rate of 14.42 knots an hour. On the next 
stretch the highest speed was developed, 
according to the figures given out, that 
of 16.21 knots. On passing buoy No. 3 
with both engines going ahead full speed 
the helm was put way over,and instantly 
the battleship answered it, swinging 
around with no apparent effort, describ- 
ing three-fourth of a circle, to get the 
range of buoy No. 3, to which she was re- 
turning for the run home. 

It was expected that the entire course 
would be run over, but apparently the 
magnificent performance of the ship 
during her run to this point was satis- 
factory to those in command. 

The battleship picked up No. 3 buoy 
again at 12:23:20, and with no percept- 
ible dimunition of speed she rushed 
along to buoy No.1, which was the finish 
line, from which point speed was slack- 
ened, until shortly after 3 o’clock she 
anchored below Boston Ight to await 
the turn of the tide, when she returned 
to her former anchorage. 

The rate of speed on the run as given 
out is as follows: Buoy No. 1 to 2, 14.42 
knots an hour; from 2 to 8, 16.21; from 
3 to 2, 15.90; from 2 to the finish, 15.83, or 


denser und 


an average of 15.59 knots. 

It is stated that the-average revolu- 
tions of the engines were about 125, and 
the steam pressure from 125 to 150, but 
it is apparent that no extraordinary ef- 
fort was made to get speed out of her 
except that forced draught was used. 
It was confidently predicted by many 
that should the official run be made 
under equally favorable conditions the 
speed developed will be far in excess of 
the 15 knots as required by contract. 

Today the battleship will be officially 
inspected by the naval board, and with 
that completed preparations will be 
made for the official trial.

In Congress. 

Washington, April 24.—The day in the 
house was consumed in further debate 
of Mr. Pickler’s general pension bill. 
The Democrats, as a rule, refrained from 
participating in the debate, although Mr. 
McClellan (Dem., N. Y.), ason of George 
b. McClellan, made a vigorous speech 
in opposition to the billand defenseof the 
administration of the pension office. He 
argued that the bill would put on the 
rolls bounty jumpers, deserters from the 
Confe e army and other unmeritor- 
ious pers After the senate had 
spent most of the day on proposed reform 
of conditions in the Indian Territory, 
the presiding officer ruled out the en- 
tire subject on the ground that it was 
general legislation. The Indian appro- 
bill, carrying $9,000,000, was 

sed at the close of the day. In view 
of Utah's entry of statehood, Mr. Brown 
of that state secured the passage of bills 
appropriating $500,000 for a public build- 
ing at Salt Lake City and $188,000 fora 
similar building at Ogden, 


More Money Needed. 

Boston, April 24.—Advices from East- 
ern Turkey state thet the Armenian na- 
tion is deeply grateiul for the aid which 
they have received from America and 
Great Britain. It is also stated that 
food, clothing and bedding, amounting 
in value to more than £70,000 has al- 
ready been distributed to more than 
100,000 suffering ones, mostly widows 
and fatherless children. The chief dis- 
tress of the missionaries is now that the 
means at their command are so inade- 
quate When compared with the demands 
for aid. 


Strained Relations. 

Honolulu, April 16.—The refusal of the 
American minister to observe Hawaiian 
Independence day on Jan. 17 last caused 
this government to lay the matter be- 
fore Secretary of State Olney through 
Minister Hatch. It is an open secret 
here that the social relations between 
Minister Willis and the Hawaiian eov- 
ernment are not cordial. It is stated 
that none of the officials of the govern- 
ment were invited to be present at Wash- 
ington’s birthday celebration at the 
American legation, 

Relatives to Contest It. 

Boston, April 24.—The late Thomas F. 
Wyman of this city leaves more than 
$500,000 to public institutions, but the 
will is to be contested by relatives. Mr, 
Wyman died on Ap ‘13, leaving several 
nieces and nephews “. bequest of $150,- 
090 is revoked by couicil, as his wife had 
died. After granting his relatives 
amounts averaging about $5000, the sixth 
clause contains bequests of $10,000 each 
to about 25 charitable institutions, which 
by the codicil is raised in each case to 
$20,000, 


Biggest In America. 

Washington, April 24.—Captain Lud- 
low, commanding the Monterey, has tel- 
egraphed from Seattle that the Monte- 
rey entered the new government dry- 
dock at Port Orchard, and is resting en- 
tirely on blocks and shores very easily 
without the least indication of strain of 
any kind. This is the first ship to test 
the new dock, which is the largest on 
this continent and capable of receiving 
easily any of our new battleships at 
any stage of the tide. 


Husband Cut Off. 

Boston, April 24.—The supreme judi- 
cial court, by verdict of the jury yester- 
day, sustained the will of Henrietta G. 
Dorr of Roxbury. Henry Dorr, hus- 
band of the deceased, who was disin- 
herited, was the contestant. About 
$50,000 is the amount involved. The prop- 
erty was willed to Mrs, Dorr’s two sis- 
ters. Mrs. Dorr died last July. For18 
months before her death she was sepa- 
cated from her husband.

- Sidewalks by Assessment. 

Commissioner Eaton in his annual re- 
port for 1895 had the following to say about 
sidewalks, Willthe City Council act on 
his suggestion ? 

“The sidewalks in our city are very 
poor, and no satisfactory results can be 
obtained 
establish permanent sidewalks with edge- 
stones, whereby the abutters are obliged 
to pay one-half the cost. If these side- 
walks could be constructed on certain 
streets each year, in a comparatively short 
time we would have some improvements 
that would be lasting and also beneficial 
to the public. As it is now, it is impossible 
to maintain a good sidewalk without edge- 
stones, and they are few and far between. 
One thousand dollars was appropriated for 
this work, anda few have taken the ad- 
vantage of securing for themselves a_per- 
manent sidewalk.” 


The City Debt. 
Candidly consider the municipal debt of 
Quincy is not large and the mortgage does 
not run for a long period. The annual 
report of City Auditer Hal! on Jan. 1, 
showed the total, outside of water and 
playgrounds, to be but $264,895 61, a trifle 
over one and one-half per cent. of the 
valuation. Were no new debts contracted 
all this amount would be paid within six 
years, as the following summary shows : 


Matures in 1896, $49,980 
Matures in 1897, 51,600 
Matures in 1898, 49,280 
Matures in 1899, 53,980 
Matures in 1900, 45,300 
Matures in 1901, 14,755 


The debt would not be so much of a 
burden, however, if it covered a few more 
years, as it now requires over $3 of the tax 
rate each year. 


The Massachusetts Benefit. 

The Massachusetts Benefit Life Assccia- 
tion was again under fire at a hearing be- 
fore the Committee on Insurance, on 
Thursday at the State House as to State 
supervision over mutual companies, 

Counsel Coolidge for the policy hol ters 
of the Massachusetts Benefit obj:cted to 
one company having the power to take in 
others; also to the expenditure of the 
mortuary fund in contesting claims. He 
asked that the Governor under certain con- 
ditions have power to appoint a committee 
of five with full power to investigate. The 
hearing adjourned at 12 30.

According to the present district lines 
the number of voters would be: First 
Norfolk, 15,502; Second Norfolk, 15,398.

TO INVESTIGATE | 


Senate Passes an Order to Probe, 
Norfolk County Affairs. 


The following order introduced by 
Senator Darling of Hyde Park in this 
county passed the Senate Thursday: 

‘‘Ordered, that a committee of three 
members of the senate, with such as the 
house of representatives may join, be 
appointed to investigate the acts of the 
several boards of county commissioners of 
Norfolk County since the year 1890, to 
ascertain if there has been any illegal pay- 
ment or expenditure of the county’s 
moneys or funds in the construction, en- 
largement, repairs and furnishings of the 
court house at Dedham, and to ascertain 
if there has been any illegal or improper 
transfers of appropriations made by said 
commissioners during said time. 

“Said committee may sit during the 
sessions of the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives, shall have authority to send 
for persons and papers and to employ & 
stenographer and accountant, shall be pro- 
vided with a room in the state house by 
the sergeant at arms and shall report to the 


present general court not later than the 
27th of May, 1896.”’ 
There was no debate on the passage 


aside from the explanation of Senator 
Darling, who said: ‘'I have acted and am 
now acting with the hearty approval of my 
colleague, the senator from the second 
Norfolk district. Neither my colleague nor 
I believe that such investigation will bring 
to light anything which would savor of 
dishonesty on the part of th» commissioners. 
They are all able men who have been 
chosen to their positions by large aud de- 
cisive majorities, and whom the people as 
a rule hold in high esteem. I believe that 
for these reasons and for their sake the 
investigation should be ordered. I feel 
that a greater guestion is involved in your 
action than that immediately at issue, the 
question of the responsibility of the state 
to the taxpayers of a county, whose money 
the state authoriz+s the county commis- 
sioners to expend in such amounts as the 
state chooses, without any redress to the 
county in case of maladministration save 
by appeal to the legislature.”

THE FRENCH M’KINLEY, ' 


Meline Will Probably Succeed Beur- 
geois as Head of Cabinet. 


The Latter Retires, After Ut- 
tering Protests. 


Explains What He Has Tried to Do In the Way 
of Reform. 


Paris, April 24.—The municipal elec- 
tions are approaching, and following 
them comes the election of one-third of 
the members of the senate, the senators 
being elected for a term of nine years, 
one-third retiring every three years. 
The sucessors of many of those senators 
who retire this year are to be elected by 
the new municipalities. 

It is therefore highly significant that 
the socialist group of the Republican 
party last night issued a manifesto call- 
ing upon citizens and workmen to util- 
ize their rights of universal suffrage in 
the coming municipal elections so as to 
tstablish the popular power in the munic- 
ipalities and spread the socialist spirit 
in the mayoralties. This is preliminary 
to securing the election of senators. By 
giving up office and going to the electors 
in opposition to the senate, which over- 
threw his cabinet because of his social- 
istic tendencies, M. Bourgeois hopes thus 
to rally a large Socialistic vote in the 
municipal elections. 

There is nothing definite apparent as 
to the head of the next cabinet, but M. 
Meline is considered the most likely suc- 
cessor to M. Bourgeois. M. Meline, by 
reason of his earnest advocacy of the 
theory of protection, has been called by 
some persons “The French McKinley.” 

Almost immediately after the reas- 
sembling of the chamber of deputies yes- 
terday, M. Bourgeois announced the 
resignation of the cabinet. The chamber 
of deputies was crowded. M. Bourgeois 
and his colleagues withdrew as soon as 
the announcement was made, 

M. Bourgeois, in announcing the resig- 
nation of the ministry, read a statement 
contesting the right of the senate to 
overthrow a ministry or interpret the 
constitution, but he said that in view of 
the impossibility of securing proper 
military reliefs for Madagascar, the cab- 
inet was compelled to resign. The pre- 
mier Was frequently interrupted with 
cries from the extreme Left of “Down 
with the senatet” and when the minister 
filed out of the house there was loud 
applause from the Right and Centre, to 
which the Left replied with loud cries of 
“Turn out the senate!” “Down with the 
senate!” 

A prolonged tumult followed. M. 
BRourgeois said: “The chamber has 
often given us proofs of its confidence, 
and we feel our inability to present to 
the president our resignatiogs before in- 
forming you of our EH taking 
such action, and assuring you that no 
cther reason influences us in quitting 
our posts. We cannot allow the error to 
gain hold that we, in resigning, abandon 
the principl© of our most jllustrious pred- 
such as Leon Gambetta and 
Jules Ferry, that the chamber is able to 
make or unma&e cabinets. Fidelity to 
this doctrine bas caused us to incur the 
reproach of being an unconstitutional 
ministry. The national assembly alone 
is entitled to interpret the constitution of 
a ministry.” 

M. Henri Ricard moved a resolutior 
declaring that the chamber affirmed the 
right of preponderance in the represen- 
tation of the principle of universal suf- 
frage. 

Ix-Premier Goblet expressed regret at 
the retirement of M. Bourgeois andl ~ 
colleagues. and continuing his remarks, 
said: “The chamber of deputies can- 
net abdicate in favor of the senate.” 
M. Goblet then offered a motion pro- 
posing that the chamber declare itself 
as supportiug the cabinet. 

M. Maurice Lebon, tepublican, 
moved that the chamber adjourn. 

M. James, the leader of the Socialists 
in the chamber, argued that the ad- 
journment of the chamber would be 
equivalent to the submission of the 
chamber to the senate. 

The motion to adjourn was rejected "y 
a vote of 283 to 268, and M. Ricard’s m: - 
tion was adopted by a large majority. 

Bourgeois Defends Himself. 

M. Bourgeois’ statement opened with 
recalling the vote of confidence of the 
chamber of deputies and the attitude of 
the senate toward the ministers. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 

“Whatever the latter’s motives, the 
government thinks that patriotism im- 
periously commands it to bend before 
the loftier question of national security 
and dignity which the credits asked for 
Madagascar have involved. There is no 
interest in the internal policy which 
compares in gravity with such a ques- 
tion; but, in handing the direction of 
affairs to another ministry the cabinet 
has not forgotten that it had éuties to- 
ward the chamber and the republic, and 
deemed it impossible to resign until it 
explained to the chamber the patriotic 
motives of the government's decision, 
and had given it the assurance that no 
other consideration would have deter- 
mined the government to quit a post in 
which the confidence of the chamber had 
hitherto energetically sustainedit. The 
government desired to make clear,” M. 
Pourgeois continued, “that they had not 
abandoned for a moment the doctrine 
professed by their illustrious precursors, 
Gambetta and Ferry, which laid down 
that the chamber elected by universal 
suffrage a’one had the power to make 
and unmake ministers. The govern- 
ment believed that this doctrine was 
eonsonant, not only with constitutional 
law, but with the spirit of the political 
institutions in a great democracy, which 
recognizes no other sovereignty than 
universal suffrage.” 

M. Bourgeois declared that it was for 
affirming this doctrine that the govern- 
ment was accused of being an uncon- 
stitutional government. There was only 
one reply to this, and that was one show- 
ing that the right to pronounce upon the 
constitution belongs to neither chamber, 
but to the national assembly. The goy- 
ernment retired, he said, was undiscour- 
aged. They wished to express their hope 
in the majority of the reform which sus- 
tained the government against almost 
daily attacks. Men would pass away, 
but principles, when just, would live and 
triumph. The government for the past 
five months had striven to steer French 
democracy in its natural course, to in- 
spire the Republican party with con- 
fidence in itself, and to inculcate in all 
citizens a healthy interest in political 
struggles.

After the withdrawal of the ministry 
M. Ricard, in the name of the progres- 
sionists, presented a motion in the cham- 
ber of deputies affirming the predomi- 
nance of the chamber of deputies. 

M. Goblet declared that the senate’s 
conduct was unconstitutional. and 
moved that the chamber side with the 
ministry, Which was resolved to realize 
democratic reforms and compel respect 
for the superior rights of the chamber 
and the virtue of universal suffrage. 

M. Lebon asked that the discussion be 
adjourned, seeing that the ministry had 
resigned, and amid considerable uproar 
he submitted a motion, which was de- 
feated by a vote of 283 to 268, that the 
louse adjourn. 

The discussion was then continued, 
and M. Goblet announced that he would 
support M. Ricard’s motion that the 
chamber reaffirm the predominance of 
the representatives of universal suf- 
frage and its resolution to pursue a pol- 
icy of democratic reforms, 

The first part of the motion up to the 
word “Suffrage,” was adopted by a vote 
of 309 to 83, and the second portion was 
adopted by a vote of 417 to 37. Later, 
amid much excitement, the motion was 
adopted in its entirety. 


| 
Several proposals for a revision of the 


constitution were then presented and 
sent, to a committee, after which the 
chamber adjourned until Tuesday next. 

The ministers visited the Elysee pal- 
ace during the afternoon and had a 
brief interview with President Faure, 
who formally accepted thelr resigna 
tions. The president will consult with 
the presidents of the chamber of dep- 
uties and senate in regard to the forma- 
tion of a new ministry.

Topric.—Choose the good part.—Luke x, 38-42; | 
Math. vi, 31-4. 

The incident referred to in Luke of 
Christ in the home of His friends, Mary 
and Martha and Lazarus, is a beautiful 
one. But in studying Christ’s language 
to Mary and Martha upon this occasion 
we must guard against seeing in them 


nothing but commendation for Mary 
and condemnation for Martha. Christ 


does not intend to hold up Martha as | 
the embodiment of worldly mindedness 
in contrast with Mary as the embodi- 
ment of spiritual mindedness. Each is | 
a type of a different class of Christians, | 
but, though different in disposition, none | 
the less Christians for that fact. 

What was the good part that was cho- 
sen by Mary? She chose to sit at Jesus’ 
feet. ‘‘She had a sister, who also sat at 
Jesus’ feet.’’ This was the place chosen 
by Mary. Oh, that we might all choose 
to sit at the feet of Christ, to hear the 
precious truths that fall from His lips 
rather than to have our minds filled on- 


feed our souls upon the husks which 
nourish us mot. Mary chose also to hear | 
Christ's word. ‘*She heard His word.”’

Norfolk County Investigation Now 
Assured—Mr. Utley’s Speech. 


The House adopted unanimously yester- 
day the order passed by the Senate Thurs- 
day, for the Norfolk county investigation, 
with an amendment that the committee 
report by May 20. 

In moving the adoption of the order Mr. 
Utley of Brookline said: 

‘The adoption of this order seems to be 
the only proper and right step to take at 
the present time in justice to the inhabi- 
tants of Norfolk county as well as to the 
county commissioners. 

‘For over two years reports and state- 
meats ranging from vague and indefinite 
rumor; to positive statements, charging 
action on the part of the county com- 
missioners more or less deserving of 
criticism if correct, have been circulated, 
have appeared in public print, and to some 
extent have been made before the com- 
mittee on counties of this legislature. 

“To such an extent have these reports 
been circulated that Norfolk county has 
been placed in a most embarrassing and 
unenviable position. Whatever is said in 
disparagement of the county of Norfolk 
reflects upon every town thal forms the 
county, and the inhabitants of these several 
towns as well. 

‘The town of Brookline, which I repre- 
sent, has freely considered this matter in a 
recent town meeting and passed a vote re- 
questing an investigation. The city of 
Quincy and the town of Braintree have 
taken similar action and I believe it is the 
wish of more than a majority of the resi- 
dents of the county that such an investi- 
gation be given by the legislature. From 
whatever point of view the investigation is 
regarded it seems as if it must meet with 
approval. 

‘If the commissioners have done what 
is improper, illegal or dishonest, it is due 
the residents of the county who have re- 
posed their confidence in them that such 
conduct be fully exposed. If on the other 
hand the actions of the commissioners have 
been legal, honest, proper, and for the best 
interests of the county, it is due to them 
that reports inferring the contrary be 
effectually and fully refuted and that they 
be exonerated and stand before their con- 
stituents freed from all taint of suspicion. 
I sincerely hope the result of the proposed 
investigation will demonstrate the latter 
condition.”’ 


Two High Records.

It is not enough in sucha field as ours 
to build achurch and open its doors and 
call to the passing people, ‘‘Come and 
hear of God; repent and become good.”’ 
If we followed any such method, our 
hall would be empty and those few who 
did enter would undoubtedly be people 
who already care enough about God and 
religion to wish to be there, being them- 


selves alive tothe need of their souls. 
No, that is not the class we seek. We 
are sent to the godless, irreligious, 


church hating, sin bound crowd which 
holds in abhorrence all that savors of re- 
ligion, righteousness or purity.

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BLACKS MOWED DOWN 


In a Hot Engagement to Preserve the 
Defenses of Buluwayo, 


Rapid Fire Guns Wrought 
Terrible Havoc. 


Neighboring River Dyed Crimson With the 
Blood of the Slain. 


Cape Town, April 27.—Saturday’s fight 
near Buluwayo was visible from the 
town, and was the most determined 
that has yet occurred. It caused great 
«xcitement. The Matabeles evidently 
intended to crush the whites, and to at- 
tack the town. The whites were 
tqually as determined to break them. 

A body of 500 Matabeles came within 
half a mile of the town and cut off the 
pickets, killing two. Maxim guns were 
placed upon the roofs of the bulldings to 
play upon them. The fighting was des- 
perate, and the enemy retired in dis- 
order, among an incesant rifle fire. 

Captain McFarlane and Administrator 
Duncan, who assisted in the fight, com- 
plimented the troops, who were greeted 
with wild cheers and the singing of 
“God Save the Queen,” while returning 
to Buluwayo. 

The news of Saturday's events in Bulu- 
wayo show that the Matabdeles are dis- 
playing great boldness and energy in the 
pursuit of their purpose to surround 
that town completely and cut off all 
communication with the outside world. 

On Saturday morning it was found 
that the hostile forces of natives had 
surrounded the town on the north, east 
and west, their ranks being much too 
close to the town to allow of any freedom 
of action by those within it. Their lines 
were being energetically extended in 
both directions, and threatened to close 
in on the south and cut off communica- 
tion with Mangwe and Mafeking, along 
Which the expected re-enforcements 
and supplies of provisions are coming. 
The pickets of the enemy were found to 
be in no case beyond four miles distant 
from the Buluwayo lines, and they were 
giving lively evidence of their improved 
knowledge of military strategy over that 
displayed in the war with Lobengula, by 
the way they were throwing up rude 
fortifications and earthwork protections, 
behind which the native warriors could 
resist the charge of the whites. They 
threatened thus to work an approach to

The Matabeles advanced upon the little 
band of warriors in formidable array, 
their line extended in a crescent forma- 
tion, the horns of the crescent advanced 
to the front, creeping and writhing like 
a treacherous serpent seeking to enclose 
its prey and surround it in its deadly 
coils. 

The long straggling line extended over 
a distance of three miles, withwide in- 
tervals between the men In the line, 
except in the parts where they closed in 
in expectation of a hand-to hand con- 
flict. Many came on, brandishing their 
assegais and shields and giving forth 
fierce yells in true savage fashion, 

As the howling savages closed In on 
the column, they afforded an excellent 
target for the sweeping discharge of the 
rapid-fire guns. The engagament which 
ensued was a hot and desperate one, and 
dark leaping bodies seemed to spring up 
as fast as they were mowed down. The 
Buluwayo force kept the river fa their 
immediate front. The firearms did 
heavy execution among the hostile na- 
tives as they rushed up the opposite 
bank. This only partly checked their 
flerce onslaught, and many gained the 
side on which the whites stood. These 
were charged by the troops and cut down 
or driven back into the stream. 

When the Matabeles in front were 
finally driven back, they were seen to 
have sustained a heavy loss. The Httle 
river was dyed a dark crimson with the 
blood of the victims of the maxim gun. 
Cne observer counted 40, dead, lying ina 
small circuit close to the column, 

The whites had been hotly engaged in 
front, and when they succeeded in re- 
pulsing the attack there, they found 
more work still waiting for them, 
advanced ends of the enemy’s line had 
got up on their flanks and they found 
squads of howling black men in their 
rear when they turned their attention 
in that direction. This came near prov- 
ing a greater peril than the onslaught in 
the front, but it was luckily deferred un- 
til the first attack had been repulsed and 
the forces of the Matabeles weakened 
there. 

But for the open nature of the ground 
toward Buluwayo the encircling tactics 
of the enemy would certainly have suc- 
ceeded against the small force opposed 
to them. As it was, it was possible to 
perceive their movements and move ac- 
cordingly, and the open ground gave 
free play for the Maxim, which was em- 
ployed also in that direction with deadly 
effect. The losses sustained by the 
whites were three men killed and several 
wounded, the exact number not being 
stated. The rapid-fire gun is thought to 
have the day for the whites beyond ques- 
tion. The loss they sustained in view of

They retired upon the con- 
clusion of the fight, but they were in 
possession of the field when they did so. 

Although the attacking party came off 
without any very heavy losses, they did 
not drive the Matabeles, but simply re- 
pulsed their attack. The hostile lines 
are practically as near to Buluwayo as 
ever, and it is certain that only a part of 
the Matabeles who are beleaguering 
Fuluwayo were engaged in Saturday's 
fight. It is not clear that the sortie has 
been effectual in preventing the advance 
of the Matabeles to the south of Bulu- 
v «. », Which is the outcome most feared. 
‘Lie uneasiness regarding the situation 

the hard-pressed settlement is un- 
abated, and about the only agreeable 
factor is that telegraphic communica- 
tion with Buluwayo Is still open. The 
administrator there announces that the 
town still has provisions for 20 days. 
The supplies on their way from Mafe- 
king are expected to arrive before that 
period expires. 

But their arrival at all depends upon 
many contengencies. It is very much 
feared that the relief column may be at- 
tacked. If the supplies were not cap- 
tured in such a case they would certainly 
be delayed. The same thing would hap- 
pen if the line of communication were cut 
end some point on it strongly held. The 
best speed the relief column can make 
without hostile obstruction will not 
bring it to Buluwayo until it is urgently 
needed. 

The administrator in Buluwayo is 
doing all in his power to increase his 
stock and to provide against contin- 
gency of delay of relief from Mafeking. 
He has ordered that all pasenger service 
be stopped to enable the coaches from 
the south to be used for bringing In the 
available supplies of meal. It is said, 
also, that an arrangement has been made 
witha friendly chief for further supplies, 
and these, it is hoped, will tide over the 
needs of the community until they are 
better provided for. 

An official dispatch forwarded here 
from Mafeking reports that up to the 
present time all is well with the relief 
column.

Hot Politics In Denver. 

Waterloo, Ia., April 27. — The gold 
standard people won a victory in the 
home county of ex-Governor Boles Sat- 
urday. They out-numbered the silver 
Boles menthreetotwo. Theconvention 
was characterized by the wildest scenes. 
In the outset the Cleveland men cap- 
tured the convention. Just as the or- 
ganization was perfected Chairman 
Scott of the central committee entered 
the hall, ignored the proceedings and 
called another convention. Thus the 
conventions proceded in the same hall 
simultaneously, each howling the other 
down. The disturbance continued for 
more than an hour. The Cleveland men 
summoned Sherif! Law, and Marshal 
Klingman was brought on the scene by 
the white metal men. No arrests were 
made. Each convention adopted reso- 
lutions on the money question, the dif- 
ferences being as great as possible. 

A Kansas Cyclone. 

Topeka, April 27.—Five persons, at 
least, were killed outright, three fatally 
and 17 more or less injured, and great 
destruction of property was wrought, by 
a cyclone which passed over Clay county 
Saturday night. Its track varied from 
150 yards to a quarter of a milein width. 
It tore through a farming community 
and left nothing standing. The cyclone 
was followed by a terrific rainstorm, 
which lasted several hours, flooding the 
devastated district. The victims were 
in their houses, and the most of them had 
retired. A large number of cattle and 
horses were killed, and fruit in the 
storm's track wasruined. It is impossi- 
ble at this time to estimate the damage. 
Many of the injured remained all night 
pinned down by wreckage. In several 
instances, people were lifted into the 
air by the cyclone and carried foralong 
distance. 


Dygert’s Story. 

Tampa, Fla., April 27.—W. G. Dygert 
of Greenwood, Ills., arrived here yester- 
day afternoon from Cuba, where he has 
just been released from prison. He has 
been confined two months. The only 
charge against him was that Spanish 
soldiers found an old Sharpe gun near 
the place where he was arrested. It was 
very ancient make, and no cartridges 
are now made to fit its very large cali- 
ber. He was given several so-called ex- 
aminations. Permission to write to 
friends, or the United States consul, was 
refused. He bribed a guard to repert his 
case to the American consul. Dygert 
says that during the time he was in 
prison he was confined in a room about 
16x18 feet. Thirty-two other prisoners 
were in the same room. The drinking 
water kept him sick a great deal of the 
time. 


Bound For Cuba. 

Jacksonville, Fla., April 27. — Steam- 
ship Bermuda arrived in port at 6 o'clock 
last night and anchored in mid-stream 
directly off the Clyde dock. Tugs hav- 
ing a covered barge in tow loaded with 
arms and ammunition at once put out 
for the steamer. The barge was taken 
to the far side of the steamer and con- 
cealed from view from the city. Hotlst- 
ing machinery was at once set to work 
unloading boxes from the barge to the 
Bermuda. This was completed about 11 
o'clock. Six large lifeboats, capable of 
holding 50 men each, which arrived a 
short time ago from New York, were also 
put aboard the Bermuda. In the mean- 
time the Cubans in the city took about 
50 Cubans to the docks, where they were 
transporteé in naphtha launches and 
rowboats to the steamer. 


Mexican Mine Disaster. 

El Paso, Tex., April 27. — Governor 
Ahumada is at the scene of the catas- 
trophe at the Santa Eulalia mines, near 
Chihuahua, Mexico. It appears that 85 
men were working in the mine when it 
caved in, burying alive 67 of the men, all 
Mexicans. Thirty-seven men have been 
recovered, 10 dead, 7 dying and 20 fatally 
hurt. Thirty are still in the ruins, with 
no hope of recovering them alive. 


Fresh Outbreak Feared. 
Constantinople, April 27.—Two hun- 
dred leading Armenians have been ar- 
rested at Moush, and the embassies fear 
an outbreak of new troubles at Sassoun.

ESTIMATES OF GRANT. 


As a Soldier and Statesman He Set 
an Example For All, 


Friendships Not Broken by 
Combats In War. 


General Longstreet and Other Famous Men 
Sound Pzons of Praise. 


Boston, April 28.—The Grant night of 
the Middlesex club was a great occasion. 
The anniversary of the great soldier’s 
birth was never so happily celebrated in 
this city. The most distinguished sur- 
vivor of the War of the Rebellion, Gen- 
eral James Longstreet of Georgia, Sena- 
tor-elect Joseph Benson Foraker of Ohio, 
Senator John M. Thurston of Nebraska, 
Hon. James H. Hoyt of Cleveland, who 
is said to be in line for the governorship 
of Ohio, ex-Governor Brackett and Goy- 
ernor Wolcott were on the list of speak- 
ers. 

The banquet was held at the Bruns- 
wick. About 350 tickets were sold. The 
accommodations were entirely inade- 
quate to furnish room for all who wished 
to attend the dinner. The large dining 
room was packed, and in asmallerroom 
the overflow was fed. When the speak- 
Ing began every one squeezed as best he 
could into the large room, 

Governor Wolcott’s speech of wel- 
come was of the most generous charac- 
ter and full of broad liberal sentiment, 
and found a fitting response in the hearts 
of the great assembly. 

General Longstreet, when introduced, 
was very warmly greeted. He said: 

“Grant returned to service in the 
United States army in the hour of san- 
guinary war, at the head of a regiment 
of volunteers. His work soon drew the 
attention of his superiors, and he began 
to rise. Modest as a maiden, the heavy 
blows of the strong arm of an Ajax were 
all there was to tell the story of work 
that pushed him up, until at the end of 
two years he found himself above ali 
officers that held superior rank, com- 
manding armies of a million soldiers, 
spread out over lines of thousands of 
miles, yet humbly submissive to the gov- 
ernment he so ably defended. If another 
record marks such an epoch, I fail to re- 
call it. 

“Of all Union commanders he was 
the great leader who accurately sur- 
veyed the great field of war, the elements 
of strength and points of error, and con- 
sidered the vast means so necessary to 
solve the problem. He realized the im- 
portance of covering the granaries of the 
south, and applied his early energies and 
talents to holding Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, moving swiftly to the capture of 
Fort Henry and Fort Donaldson. There 
his prescient mind called for the undis- 
turbed flow of commerce through the 
“Great Father of waters,” from the 
mountains to the sea, 

“When offered the high command of 
armies of the United States, the Heuten- 
ant general declined to be responsible for 
the result of the operations unless he 
could be assigned to exclusive authority 
over the movements of those armies. He 
knew that the times called for aggressive 
work, and though It essential to success 
that all should act in co-ordinate con- 
junction; that to offer battle by ona 
army, While others were Inactive, would 
be a waste of strength, while giving the 
enemy time and opportunity, by skillful 
use of his interlor lines, to concentrate 
in greater force against his fsolated 
army, giving advantage over him that 
must make futile such operations by de- 
tachments, and strengthen the enemy's 
cause, 

“This condition the war secretary re- 
fused him, but President Lincoln, after 
mature deliberation, found the import- 
ance of the suggestion and its harden- 
ing influence for successful work, and 
ordered Grant to assume command and 
exercise full authority in working out 
his own plans, 

“I knew Grant as a cadet; from boy- 
hood to Mount Magregor; served In the 
fourth United States regiment of in- 
fantry with him, on his entrance into ac- 
tive army life, and we were together in 
Worth’s division of Scott's army of 
Mexico, where he was known and es- 
teemed as one ofits most gallant and 
promising young lieutenants. He was 
on the staff of General Garland, my 
father-in-law. 

“Our first meeting In combat during the 
internecine war was in the wilderness, 
on the 6th of May, 1864, where I received 
his mark that must go with me to the 
resurrection morn, but our personal feel- 
ings and relations were never changed.” 

Senator-Elect Foraker, who followed, 
thanked the club for the opportunity of 
visiting Boston. Hesaid: “Grant must 
always be thought of as a soldier, for 
that overshadowed everything. The 
great battles of the war from Fort Don- 
aldson to Appomatox place him among 
the greatest generals of the world. 
Fortunately his career did not end there. 
To the hour that Lee surrendered we had 
seen only one side of his character. He 
revealed another side when he refused 
Lee’s sword and directed that the Con- 
federates take their horses home for the 
spring plowing. That was a command- 
ing invitation for peace. This showed 
that it was a fight which was not for 
humiliation, but for us all to goontoa 
common destiny and a common glory. 

“This marked him asa Republican. As 
a Republican he maintained that this 
was a Union; no state was at liberty to 
secede when it saw fit. He believed in 
humane liberty. He believed that no 
country could be prosperous unless it 
developed its fron resources, and that 
made him an unqualified protectionist. 
He believed that it was necessary to 
conduct business to have the credit of 
the country maintained. We study the 
lives of persons and we draw lessons 
from them. I do not know which would 
be his choice at the St. Louis convention. 
He might be with Massachusetts in her 
support of that great and gallant and 
stalwart representative, Thomas B. 
Reed, or he might be with us in Ohio 
with our gallant Governor McKinley. 
(Tremendous applause and cheers for 
McKinley). He might be for somebody 
else, but he would be for none other than 
the nominee. General Grant belleved in 
a party organization and party disci- 
pline, without which no party can suc- 
ceed. He believed in no revenue deficit, 
no bond sales, no bond syndicate and no 
bond scandals.” 

Senator John B. Thurston brought 
the congratulations of Nebraska to 
Massachusetts, saying that the Repub- 
licans of his state are just as truly, 
soundly and solidly for a stable currency 
as are the Republicans of Mass}. ' 
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J. H. Morison, D. D. 


The Rev. J. H. Morison died on Sunday 
morning at his residence 26 Marlboro street, 
Boston. He was settled over the first Uni- 
tarian parish of Milton, in January of 1846, 
and of this church he was pastor emeritus 
at the time of bis death. The 50th anni- 
versary of his pastorate was celebrated Jast 
January. His active pastorate ceased in 
1875, but he has maintained a warm 
interest in the welfare of the church 
throughout the half century. 

He was a brother of Dr. Morison, who 
resided in Quincy fora number of years, 
and who is pleasantly remembered by many 
of our citizens,

JOINED GUBAN ARMY,| 


Massachusetts ‘Man Ii Had Fever and 
and Escaped, 


Swung From Window In 
Morro Castle Into the Sea. 


An Inside View of the Way Affairs Are Con- 
ducted In Cuba. 


Springfield, Mass., April 29.—Walter S. 
Whitcomb of this city, who enlisted with 
the Cuban insurgents, and made his 
escape from the famous Morro castle, 
just outside of Habana, by means of a 
rope, has returned to his home, and tells 
an interesting story of his experiences 
while in the army of the Cubans. 

He was walking in the streets of Jack- 
sonville, Fla., when his attention was 
attracted by a squad of Cuban patriots, 
each bearing a white silk banner, desig- 
nating that they were in search of men 
to enlist for the war. His adventurous 
spirit seized him,and he joined the cause, 
receiving $150 at the outset in American 
currency. Six other recruits enlisted 
with him. 

They took sailin the tug P. D. Jackson, 
and landed at Del Rio, where they were 
met by 20 men from the insurgents’ 
camp, under the command of Antonio 
Maceo. 

The party went at once to the rebel 

camp. Whitcomb remained in the 
rebel camp five weeks. This camp was 
90 miles from Habana, and contained 
about 12,000 insurgents. The patriots 
were well grounded, Whitcomb says, in 
the simpler military tactics, and devoted 
much of their time to drill work. 

While in camp Whitcomb suffered an 
attack of fever, and upon his convales- 
ence was given a pass through the ones 
to Habana. When -within 20 miles of 
that city he fell into a camp of Spanish 
soldiers. They captured him and tied 
him hand and foottoatree. There were 
several Cubans captured with him, and 
they were tiedinlikeimanner. Hespent 
the night thus bound. In the morning 
the Cubans were gone; killed, the Span- 
iards told him. 

Whitcomb was taken to Morro Castle, 
{iu company with other prisoners. At 
hight he was confined in the great, dingy 
tuwer, but during the day time was per- 
mitted to the freedom of the yard. There 
were about 60 prisoners in the castle, in- 
cluding 12 Americans. 

Whitcomb had $160 with him when im- 
prisoned, which he had succeeded in con- 
cealing in his shoes. He bribed the 
guard assigned to watch his cell, paying 
him $80 for 40 feet of rope with which to 
escape from the tower. 

He fastened this rope to a stone, and 
swung off into the Gulf of Mexico. A

Lynn Labor Troubles. 

Lynn, Mass., April 29.—The Carpen- 
ters’ union last night voted to with- 
draw their demand for increased wages 
and accept the master builders’ refusal 
to pay 25 cents a day increase, together 
with granting an eight-hour day. The 
Machinists’ union voted to enforce the 
nine-hour day on Friday, and in 15 of 
the 20 shoe the agreement has been 
signed, while in the remaining a refusal 
has been made. In these shops, accord 
ingly, a strike is looked for. The gen- 
eral electric works will be considered 
later, as Superintendent Fish has de- 
cided to consider an eight-hour day.

Middletown, Conn., April 29.—Harry 
I.ucas, aged 16, yesterday confessed tu 
the burning of the tenement house on 
the corner of Hamlina and College 
streets, last Friday.

Whitten Not Indicted. 

New Haven, April 29.—The murder 
case of Dr. George E. Whittem of Au- 
burndale, Mass., was nolled in the su- 
perior court yesterday. The grand jurors 
stated that they had no intention of in- 
dicting him along with Dr. Lee in the 

Schloss murder trial, and Prosecuting 
Attorney Williams nolled the case. 


In Congress. 
Washington, April 29.—The senate was 
plunged into an exciting financial de- 
bate yesterday, after several weegs of 
serene and formal procedure on appro- 
priation bills. The naval appropria- 
tion bill was under consideration, and 
the item of four battleships, to cost an 
aggregate of $15,000,000. served as a text 
for a speech by Mr. Gorman, pointing 
out that the revenues of the government 
are less than the receipts. Mr. Gorman's 
statements brought on an animated con- 
troversy, in which Messrs. Sherman, 
Hale and Chandler joined issues with 
the Maryland senator as to the respon- 
sibility for the failure of tariff legislation 
in the present congress. The house 
passed the Pickler general pension bill 
by a vote of 187 to 54. The Republicans 
and Populists voted solidly in favor of 
the measure, and the Democrats, with 
six exceptions, voted solidly against it. 
The section to which the bulk of oppo- 
sition was directed provides that per- 
sons otherwise entitled to pensions shall 
not be disqualified on account of prior 
service in the Confederate army, pro- 
vided they joined the Union forces 90 
days before Lee’s surrender. A bill was 
passed authorizing the president to re- 
tire John M. Quackenbush as a com- 
mander in the navy.

CONDEMNED TO DEATH. 


Sentence Pronounced Upon Instigator 
of the Jameson Raid, 


Hammond's Case Has Aroused 
Much Sympathy. 


A Straightforward Letter From President Kru- 
ger to Secretary Chamberlain. 


Washington, April 29.—When Senator 
Stewart, who is a personal friend of 
Mr. Hammond, heard of his conviction, 
he immediately set to work to prepare 
a@ petition in Mr. Hammond’s behalf, 
which he had circulated among senators 
and members of the house. The peti- 
tion is addressed to President Kruger, 
and is a plea for pardon. It sets forth 
the high character of the accused, and 
States that his family and assoclations 
here were of the best, and while it is con- 
ceded by the petitioners that the crime 
to which he has pleaded guilty is a most 
serious one, and directed against a gov- 
ernment for which the signers have a 
high regard, they still ask, as an act of 
clemency, that the offense be condoned 
and the prisoner liberated. 

The petition was signed by all to 
whom it was presented. It reads as fol- 
lows: 

President Kruger, Transyaal Govern- 
ment. South Africa: 

Sir—The undersigned members of the 
senate and house of representatives of 
the United States of America respect- 
fully represent that John Hays Ham- 
mond is a citizen of the United States 
and a man of a high character, con- 
nected with the best families of this 
country, and an engineer of ability. We 
regret exceedingly his unfortunate con- 
nection with the troubles in your coun- 
try, for which all cur people entertain 
feelings of kindness and respect. In 
view of the unimpeachable character of 
Mr. Hammond in his own country and 
his standing of his friends and relations, 
we earnestly ask for your most kindly 
consideration. If your excellency would 
extend to him a pardon for his offences 
against your government, we would 
esteem it an especial compliment to us 
as well as to the people of the United 
States. Hoping that you will relieve 
Mr. Hammond from the penalty of his 
associations, we are, 

Your most obedient servants. 


From the Transvaal. 

Hays Hammond, the American mining 
engineer; Colonel Francis Rhodes, 
brother of Cecil Rhodes, ex-premier of 
the Cape Colony; Lionel Phillips, George 
Farrar and others, who were arrested at 
Johannesburg upon charges of treason 
in being active members of the Johan- 
nesburg reform union, which was held 
to have instigated Dr. Jameson’s raid, 
ended yesterday in the sentencing of 
five of the leaders of the so-called reform 
movement to death. 

Phillips, Rhodes and Farrar pleaded 
guilty of high treason on Friday last, 
and Hammond, who was sick and not in 
court on that day, made a similar plea 
Monday. This course, it was thought, 
would have the effect to mitigate the 
severity of their sentence, but it turns 
out that it did not. 

The names of the 
death are: Colonel Francia Rhodes, 
John Hays Hammond, George Farrar, 
Charles Leonard and Lionel Phillips. 

Colonel Francis W. Rhodes isa brother 
of Cecil Rhodes, formerly premier of 
Cape Colony, and an official of the Brit- 
ish Chartered South African company. 

Percy Farrar is a newspaper proprie- 
tor and owner of Country Life, published 
at Johannesburg. 

Lionel Phillips is the president of the 
Chamber of Mines of Johannesburg. 

A late cable dispatch from Johannes- 
burg states that in addition to the sen- 
tence of death passed upon the leaders 
of the reform committee, 60 other mem- 
bers have been sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment, a fine of £2000 ($10,000) 
and three years subsequent banishment. 

The dispatch adds that there is great 
excitement in Johannesburg, and unless 
the sentences are spedily commuted 
trouble is expected.

Kruger Won't Back Down. 

Cape Town, April 28.— The text of 
President Kruger’s reply to the invita- 
tion of the British government, through 
the secretary of state for the colonies, 
Joseph Chamberlain, to visit England 
and discuss matters connected with the 
Transvaal! and its future, is a volumi- 
nous document and plainly indicates the 


firm attitude assumed by the Boer 
statesman, who does not ylelc in the 
slightest. 


The president begins by stating that 
his visit to England has always de- 
pended upon the settlement of a basis of 
discussion and he regrets that the basis 
has not yet been reached. Continuing, he 
Says: 

“In friendly spirit the government saw 
clearly and recorded its opinion that no 
foreign interference in the internal 
affairs of the republic could be allowed. 
Mr. Chamberlain admits the justice of 
this position, yet he intimates that 
Great Britain desires that particular in- 
ternal measures be taken by the Trans- 
vaal. The latter cannot allow to pass 
unnoticed the expression ‘admitted 
grievances,’ and, however well meant 
and observate, this government must ex- 
press regret that having intimated its 
desire for the reconsideration of the 
London convention, in consequence of 
the inroad of Dr. Jameson, the position 
thould be assumed that in the discussion 
the so-styled ‘admitted grievances’ 
must be included as a sine qua non inthe 
tvent of a reconsideration being agreed 
to. 

“The south African republic has always 
been prepared to receive and consider 
in a friendly spirit the private sugges- 
tions of the imperial government re- 
garding the interests of the British sub- 
jects, although the South African re- 
public has never admitted the existence 
of the so-called ‘admitted grievances,’ 
and must deny, on that account, that the 
right exists to create rebellous move- 
ments. It does not affect to be perfect 
cr infallible, and has repeatedly declared 
that it is prepared to listen to just com- 
plaints presented in a constitutional 
manner by anyone. But the South 
African Republic is of the opinion that 
every step calculated to prolong the ir- 
ritation existing in South Africa must be 
studiously avoided by the exercise of 
mutual forbearance and good wi lL 


“I feel confident you will eS | 
and appreciate the difficulty of my post- 
tion. It appears to be wiser not to press 
the question of my proceeding to Eng- 
land any further at present, but to leave 
it open, especially in view of the coming 
session of the volkesraad, and that the 
desirability of my presence during at 
least a portion of the session, when Im- 
portant measures are to be considered, 
is apparent.” 

In regard to Mr. Chamberlain’s pro- 
posal to guarantee the Transvaal pro- 
tection from outside attack in exchange 
for a remedy of the Uitlanders’ griev- 
ances, President Kruger says: 
“Something is offered the South Afri- 
can republic which it already possessed, 
as the obligations and relations of the 
South African republic to Great Brit- 
ain, as recognized by international law, 
already precluded an attack upon the 
independence of the republic.” 

The remainder of President Kruger’s 
reply may be summarized as follows: 
The president remarks that if a revision 
of the London convention, and super- 
seding it by a treaty of amity and com- 
merce, containing the most favored na- 
tion clause, cannot be discussed unless 
the alleged grievances are also dis- 
cussed, the government prefers to leave 
matters in status quo, and will limit its 
demands to an indemnity for the 
Jameson raid. 

In conclusion, President Kruger says: 
“Under existing circumstances, the 
South African republic will not at pres- 
ent press a reconsideration of the Lon- 
don convention and a substitution for 
it of a treaty of amity and commerce, 
but will rest satisfied with pecuniary 
compensation and with the assurance 
that no violation of its territory will be 
repeated.” 


Commutation Expected. 
Johannesburg, April 29.—The trial of 
the reform committee which has been 
going on in Pretoria is probably of more 
interest to Johannesburg than to any- 
where else in the world. Its outcome has 
been awaited with an interest which 
Was almost a suspense. The sentences 
has been a great shock here. The cen- 
ter of the town is thronged with excited 
groups, and every person in the com- 
munity is engaged in eager discussion 
of the news. Apparently no one can 
bring himself to believe that the sen- 
tences will be carried out, and it is the 
very general opinion that they will be 
at least commuted. Notwithstanding 
these expressions of assurances, how- 
ever, everybody shows the utmost anx- 
lety as to the decision of the executive, 
in whose hands the fate of the prisoners 
now lies. The sentiment of this place 
is almost wholly with the men who have 
been on trial, but the greatest sym- 
pathy is expressed for those prisoners 
who took an inactive part in the move- 
ment, but who have still been condemned 
to suffer equally with the others. The 
theaters and all other places of amuse- 
ment here and most of the stores are 
closed, as no one finds time or inclination 
for anything but to discuss the start- 
ling intelligence from Pretoria. No 
disturbances have occurred here since 
the news was received, as the police have 
not attempted to interfere with any 
gathering. In fact, the gatherings have 
been characterized by an entire absence 
of disorder or noise, a suppressed ten- 
sien of feeling being rather manifest.

Cut and Dried, Perhaps. 


London, April 29.—While Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s announcement of the sentenc- 
ig of the r formers caused a sensation 
inside and outside of parliament and 
was eagerly discussed in the lobbies, 
Where it is thought to have increased 
the gravity of the situation in South 
Africa, there is an inner ring of politi- 
cians who are inclined to think that the 
whole matter is the result of a deal be- 
tween the prisoners and the Boer au- 
thorities, and that the former obtained 
the assurance that their sentences 
vould be commuted, before they pleaded 
guilty to the charge of high treason. 
Probably Dynamite. 

Habana, April 29. — An explosion oc- 
curred at 11:30 yesterday, while the rep- 
resentatives of newspapers were wait- 
ing in the palace of the governor general 
for the first batch of news of the day. 
The detonation was lengthy, and the 
noise of breaking glass and falling plas- 
ter could be ae ard on all sides, and when 
part of the roof fell in there was great 
trepidation among all present. The 
explosion occurred in a closet situated in 
a basement undStthe city hall, that part 
of the building being converted into a 
heap of rubbish. Itis suspected that the 
destruction was caused by the explosion 
of a quantity of dynamite. The real 
cause of the disaster, however, is not 
known. Only the strength of the bvild- 
ing saved it from destruction, which 
would have been accompanied by con- 
siderable loss of life.

New York, April 29.—H. Maitland Ker- 
Bey, the personal representative in this 
country of Lord Dunraven, has resigned 
from the New York Yacht club. The 
secretary of the club is said to have re- 
ceived Kersey’s resignation some weeks 
ago. The result of last season's races and 
Lord Dunraven's trouble with the club 
doubtless led Kersey to resign. He has 
been a membe r since October, 1891. 


~ Goff Was In Error. 


Albany, April 29.—The court of appeals 
yesterday granted a new trial to Vin- 
cenzo Nino of New York city, convicted 
of having murdered his wife, on the 
ground that Recorder Goff, before whom 
he was tried, erred in refusing to admit 
certain expert testimony relating to the 
alleged insanity of the prisoner.

Josie had a desire to be buried with the 
ceremonies of the church in which she 
had been baptized, but the priest who re 
sponded to the call said that was out of 
the question. She had long ago severed 
all association with that church, and could 
not be admitted into it after her death.

The special committee of the Legislature 
to investigate the doings of the Norfolk 
County Commissioners, was on hand 
promptly at ten o'clock this morning at 
room 132, to ho!d a conference with the 
petitioners and others interested. 

Among those from Quincy were Mayor 
Adams, City Solicitor Blackmur, Henry 
H. Faxon, and Frank F. Prescott of the 
LEDGER, 

Commissioners Morrill, Bowker and 
Blanchard were there, and were repre- 
sented by Judge Grover and his associate. 
Also Judge French of Braintree, ex-Com- 
missioner Wiggin, Selectman Codman of 
Brookline and others. 

One was struck at the outset by the 
business air and intelligence of the com- 
mittee, and an impartial and thorough in- 
vestigation may be expected. 

Chairman Sanger said the committee was 
desirous to learn whether there were any 
charzes to be made; what the intentions 
and wish of the petitioners were; whether 
they would be represented by counsel, ete. 
The order for the investigation did not au- 
thorize the employment of counsel. He 
had consulted the Attorney General, but 
that official was inclined to the opinion 
that as this was wholly a county matter he 
ought nottotakea hand. At this point 
the committee desired to hear from those 
interested. 

City Solicitor Blackmur of Quincy said 
he appeared temporarily, and did not 
know whether he should later or not. He 
desired to learn what towns were interested. 

Selectman Codman, of Brookline, was 
glad to have the investigation and hoped it 
would be thorough. Thought committee 
should have counsel. ‘i 

Judge French of Braintree said his 
town was not represented in its corporate 
capacity. Buthe was authorizd by the 
Selectmen to appear without charge. He 
had objected to the estimates last year, 
but the hearings were unsatisfactory, 
Again this year objection was made to 
the estimates and they have been cut down 
some. The testimony introduced showed 
the need of this investigation. He did not 
appear as a public prosecutor, bat what 
evidence he had would be freely given. 
It was extremely desirable that the com- 
mittee shou'd have counsel of its own. 
Hoped investigation would establisb truth. 

No other towns represented, 
Judge Grover, for the Commissioners, said 
he thought some statements should be 
made by somebody to simplify matters. 
That it was fair to the commissioners, and 
fair to contractors interested. Specific 
charges like an indictment were not nec- 
essary. The commissioners wou'd give all 
assistance possible in the investigation. 

Mr. Blackmur said the order called for a 
fu'l investigation. The petitioners had 
not been able to get at all the facts, as the 
commissioners were not on the stand at 
the county hearings. If the Commissioners 
could use county money to defend them- 
selves here, the county might also employ 
counsel for the taxpayers of the county. 

Judge Grover thought if petitioners had 
not obtained desired information it was 
because they had not gone to the right 
place. If they were unableto get infor- 
mation let that be one of the charges, 

Representative Utley of Brookline, who 
had moved the passage of the orderin the 
House, believed it was understood that the 
investigation should be thorough. That if 
the committee considered that counsel 
could aid them they undoubtedly were 
privileged to employ one. Tie committee 
would not be relieved of its responsibility 
to investigate, even if the interested towns 
united and were represented by counsel. 

Judge Grover thought petitioners were 
well represented. This was not a political 
investigation, Nothing wrong hal yet 
been intimated. We sbould have charges, 

Judge French said the papers had been 
full of charges. 

Judge Grover— What are they ? 

Judge French—This is; not the proper 
time tomake them. There will be no lack 
of evidence at the proper time,

For New Schoolhouses do Not 
Meet With Favor, 


Gridley Bryant Has Some Supporters 
but More Opponents, 


Some Interviews and Suggestions of 
More Appropriate Names. 


The names selected by the School Com- 
mittee for the two new schoolhouses do 
not seem to meet with general favor. In 
the first place they are considered rather 
long and then it is thought that many 
more appropriate names might have been 
selected than ‘Gridley Bryant” and 
‘“Massachusetts Fields; and, as there 
seems to be an almost general dissatisfac- 
tion especially over the name of Gridley 
Bryant, it is possible that the School 
Committee may reconsider its vote of 
Tuesday evening. 

The LEDGER has interviewed a number 
of gentlemen in relation to the names 
selected particularly that selected for the 
school at the Rail and as will be seen by 
the following there is an almost general 
feeling against the name of Gridley 
sryant. 

Postmaster James F. Burke 
One of the best known citizens of Ward 
Four when asked how he liked the name 
selected by the School Committee for the 
new school building at the Rail said he 
did not like it. Mr. Bryant was a railroad 
man and had never done anything for the 
Quincy schools and there was no connect- 


ing link between him and the schools. Mr. 
Burke’s preference for a name was 
“Francis W. Parker.”’ 

Mr. Parker was the man who intro- 


duced the Quincy school system which is 
now known all over the United States. 
He tovk great pride in the Quincy schools 
and there was no better way to perpetuate 
his name than by naming a school build- 
ing after him. 

It will fake the children who attend the 
school years before they can reslize who 
Bryant was, but with Parker they can 
easily grasp the connecting link between 
bim and the Quincy schools. 

Charles H. Brocks, 
Does not like Bryant fora name and thinks 
the School Committee might as well named 
it after some Hook and Ladder Company. 
Ue thought if it was called Francis W. 
Parker school, after Quincy’s first superin- 
tendent, it would have been very appro- 
priate. 

Charles C. Hearn 
Did not consider that he was well enough 
acquainted with Quincy’s history to give 
much of an opiniun, but be considered both 
names selected rather far fetched. He 
thought it would have been very appro- 
priate and a mark of tribute to our late 
Governor to have named one of the build- 
ings the Greenhalge school. 

R. F. Claflin 


thought the names selected were all right. 
William T. Shea 


Did not see why Gridley Bryant was not a 
good name for the new schoo! at West 
Quincy. It will serve, he said, to perpetu- 
ate the name of the engineer of the first 
railroad in America. 

T. L. Williams 


Thought the names selected rather long. 
Simply the name Bryant would have 
sounded better. If the desire isto keep 
alive the fact that the first railroad in 
America was built in that section of our 
city why not call it the Rail, or Railway, 
school.

Boers Refused to Place Themselves at | 


Mercy of Foreigners, 


| Reforms Doggedly Fought Off 


by Boer Government. 


Kruger Tempers Justice With Mercy and Com- 
mutes Death Sentences. 


Pretoria, April 30.—The Uitlanders 
who have come into the Transvaal, 
and have built up the flourishing city 
of Johannesburg, opened up a vast min- 
ing industry and attracted such a swarm 
of enterprising, aggressive men, drawn 
from the fortune-hunting elements of 
nll nations, as te threaten to soon out- 
number the Boers in their own land, 
are regarded by the sturdy Dutch South 
Africans of President Kruger’s republic 
much as the Mormon saints re- 


very 
garded the “Gentiles” when they be- 
gan to pour into Utah after railroad 


connection was established with it. 
“Uitlanders,” meaning out-of-the-land 
people, or outlaws, is the equivalent 
Boer expression to “Gentiles” as the 
Mormons of Brigham Young’s day used | 
it. It was in 1880 that the Boers began 


| to be badly troubled with the Uitlander | 


invasion. Their old adversaries, the 
British, having extended their protec- 
torate over Zululand, began a move-| 


} ment in that year to annex the Trans- 


vaal. A convention packed by British 
influences met at Pretoria, the Boer cap- 
ital, and went through the forms of 
voting for annexation to Great Britain. 

But the tenacious burghers were not 
to be thus stampeded by a machine- 
made convention of Uitlanders. They 
no sooner heard what had been done 
and that a body of 400 British troops 
had been ordered up to occupy Pretoria 
than they took to the field with their 
deadly rifles. The British troops never 
reached Pretoria. In one small but 
stubborn fight after another the Boers 
beat back the queen’s soldiers, under 
General Sir George Colley, and finally 
inflicted upon them the sanguinary de- 
feat of Majuba Hill. 

At no time in this famous campaign 
were there more than 700 British troops 
engaged. Ten times that number might 
have been quickly sent up from Natal to 
retrieve the pre lost at Majuba 
Hill, but Mr. Gladstone, who was then 
premier, decided that morally the 
were right, and that Great Britain was 
strong enough to do justice and leave 
them to enjoy their independence with- 
out regard to the bad effect upon the 
British military reputation in South 
Africa which the Majuba Hill dis 
might have. So a treaty of peace 
made, by which the Transvaal republic 
preserved its itonomy, but, as Mr. 
Gladstone stipulated, was to be subject 
to Great Britain’s guidance and control 
in its foreign relations. But this limita- 
tion President Kruger is now understood 
to deny, and the German emperor has 
seemed to be ready to help him sustain 
the denial.

peace was signed, gold was found in 
large quantities in the Transvaal. That 
inevitably brought’a new rush of Uit- 
landers. The Boer government has dog- 
gedly fought them off. It, has imposed 


heavy taxes on their mines and spe- | 


clal taxes on their mining tools, all with 

the idea of driving them off. But the 

mines have paid so well that, in spite of 
| all these taxes, the Uitlanders have kept 
on coming. 

Johannesburg, the metropolis of the 
Uitlanders, is today the finest city in 
South Africa. It has good streets, elec- 
tric lighting, street railways, fine hotels, 
churches, banks, theaters and all the tn- 
cidentals of high civilization — except 
equal rights on election day. The Boer 
government bars out a majority of the 
residents of Johannesburg from the 
rights of citizenship because they are 
Uitianders. They will haveno language 
but the Dutch in the courts or schools, 
though the population of the city mostly 
speaks English. So the Uitlanders, in- 
telligent Er sh-speaking men, owning 
most of the city’s property, find them- 
selves without courts, schools or votes— 
practically with no rights that a Boer 
Official is bound to respect. 

On Dec. 26, 1895, the National Union of 
the Transvaal, of which Charles Seward 
was chairman, issued a manifesto at Jo- 
hannesburg, in which they declared they 
would labor for these ends: 

1. The establishment of a republicasa 
true republic under constitution ap- 
proved by the whole people, 

2. An equitable franchise and fair rep- 
resentation. 

3. The equality of the Dutch and Eng- 
lish languages. 

4. The responsibility to the legislature 
of the heads of the great departments, 

5. The removal of religious disabilities

Monster petitions were signed in Pre- 
toria and in Johannesburg, asking the 
president to pardon the members of the 
Reform union upon whom sentence was 
pronounced. The Boer jurors, before 
whom the condemned men would have 
been tried had they not pleaded guilty, 
also signed a memorial asking that ex- 
ecutive clemency be extended to the self- 
confessed conspirators. 


President Kruger said, on Tuesday, in | 


regard to the sentences passed upon the 
leaders of the Johannesburg Reform 
union, that he was earnestly weighing 
in his mind the developments of that day. 
He trusted, he added, that the people of 
Johannesburg would calmly\await the 
decision of the government. The judg- 
ment of the court would be presented to 
the executive in writing, when the mat- 
ter would be promptly dealt with. 


A Highly Sensational Story. 

London, April 30.—A long message from 
Pretoria has been received here, which 
appears to confirm a dispatch from Pre- 
toria published in the Paris Temps of

Habana, April 30.—The Spanish gun- 
boat Mensagera captured and brought 
futo this port the American schooner 
Competitor of Key West, loaded with 
arms and ammunition, belleved to be in- 
tended for the insurgents. The Com- 
petitor was last from the Mosquito coast, 
where, it is presumed, she took on board 
the arms and ammunition found on her. 
The latter consisted of 38,000 cartridges, 
& number of packages of dynamite, 
many cases of Mauser and Remington 
rifles and cases of accoutrements, etc. 
The men found on board of her are held 
as prisoners.
